Chain Reactions 
To Sepone Bombs 


SAIGON CU'FI)—"U.S. satura­ 
tion bombing of the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail junction near Se­ 
pone has touched off a massive 
series of secondary explosions 
caused by the blowing up of 
Communist supplies, military 
spokesmen said today. 
Air Force forw ard air con­ 
trollers said m ore than 1,600 
secondary 
explosions 
were 
touched off Monday by 3 1-2 
hours of heavy air strikes one 
mile northeast of Sepone, cap­ 
tured Saturday by South Viet­ 
nam ese 
forces. 
On 
Sunday, 
spokesmen said, B52 bombing 
missions brought about 500 se* 
condard explosions in the same 
area. 
A secondary blast —an explo­ 
sion following the blowing up of 
a bomb —indicates direct hits 
on ammunition or fuel dumps. 
The 2,100 secondary explo­ 
sions recorded in the two days 
were more than recorded in the 
entire previous month, spokes­ 
men said. 
In other action, the South 
Vietnamese reported, killing .343 
Viet Cong and N o r t h Viet­ 
nam ese in a series of battles in 
Laos Monday, while Laotian 
troops said they killed at least 
250 Communists. 
A third accidental American 
air strike against South Viet­ 
nam ese troops in three days

He s a i d 250 Communists 
were killed, while the Laotian 
forces lost three dead and 36 
wounded. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen, 
said 250 North Vietnamese were 
killed in general fighting in 
scattered parts of Laos earlier 
Monday. The latest dashes at 
two points near the town of Lao 
Bao Monday afternoon killed 
another 93 Communists. 
One battle seven miles nor- 
t h w e s t of Lao Bao killed 79 
Communist troops at a cost of

the United States. At present

approved. 
Laird 
announced 
plans 
to 
sta rt surveys for a fourth site 
in the Safeguard system . He 
also outlined m ilitary th reats to 
the free world and potential hot 
spots, detailed plans for a top- 
level Pentagon reorganization 
and traced a long-range pro­ 
gram 
to 
hand 
over 
m ore 
defense responsibility to U.S. 
allies by substituting increased 
m ilitary aid for the presence of 
A m erican soldiers. 
“The 
better 
equipped 
our 
friends and allies are to provide 
for 
their 
own 
security, 
the 
m ore firm will be our own 
security,” Laird said. “ This is 
so because toe probability of 
w ar and of U.S. involvem ent in 
w ar will be lowered.”

during the first half of 1971, 
despite an increase by 110 in 
the total num ber of Russian 


missiles while the U.S. total 
holds steady, the num ber of 
Soviet w arheads will increase 
by only 11 per cent while the 
U.S. warhead total goes up 15 
per cent.

They 
said U.S. intelligence sources 
have spotted new 
silos and 
equipment unlike anything that 
has been seen before and that 
the size of the m issiles to fit 
them would rival that of the 
SS9, the world’s biggest ICBM... 
It 
was 
these 
intelligence 
reports, they said, which led 
Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, 
D- 
Wash., to report this weekend 
Russia was developing a big 
and qualitatively 
better new 
ICBM. 
Of the C hinese ICBM p ro ­ 
gram., Laird said: “ The start of 
testing

n o t 
yet 
been 
confirmed, but a reduced range 
test of an ICBM may have 
occurred in late 1970.” 
Pentagon o ffic ia ls said th e 
flight took place entirely within 
China, without any warhead on 
the missile, and covered about 
2,000 miles. They said a g reat

positive it w as an ICBM test, 
with the ran g e cut down to 
keep the m issile in China.

This is the gist of a letter that 
will be sent by the Marin Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors to the 
San Francisco Board of Super­ 
visors. 
R ather than have unwanted 
animals in Golden Gate Park 
shot, by hunters, Supervisor Pe­ 
ter R. Arrigoni Jr. last week 
suggested that the anim als be 
trapped and released in the 
Marin, hills. 
Trouble was, San Francisco 
parks and recreation officials 
said, foxes and raccoons are 
almost nonexistent, and hunters 
now concentrate 
on 
gophers 
and rats. 
Arrigoni said he had read 


about the shooting of foxes and 
raccoons in the F ebruary issue 
of San Francisco 
Magazine, 
“ and someone is not telling the 
truth 
somewhere 
along 
the 
line." 
Pierre W. Joske, Marin Coun­ 
ty Parks and Recreation, direc­ 
tor, 
c o n t i n u e d that San 
Francisco’s hunting is largely 
confined to gophers and rats, 
although one raccoon was spot­ 
ted about a year ago. 
Arrigoni and Michael Wom- 
um declared that whether there 
is one unwanted raccoon or a 
thousand in, San Francisco, they 
are still welcome in Marin. 
On. a motion by Arrigoni, su­ 
pervisors authorized a letter to 
San, Francisco, offering a haven, 
for raccoons or other wild ani­ 
mals, but not for gophers or 
rats.

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Venereal disease has risen so 
sharply in Marin that the coun­ 
ty is “totally understaffed, un- 
derspaced, 
and 
is 
turning 
people a w a y , ’ ’ the county 
health officer announced today. 
Dr. Carolyn. B. A l b r e c h t 
made the statem ent before the 
Marin County .Board of Supervi­ 
sors in support of Frederick S. 
Mayer, who made an im pas­ 
sioned plea for more funds and 
more space to treat gonorrhea 
and syphillis. 
The 
num ber 
of 
gonorrhea 
cases in Marin jum ped from 
1.202 in 1969 to 1,480 in 1970, a 
rise of 23 per cent, said Mayer. 
Syphilis cases rose by 51 per 
cent in the same period, from 
37 to 56. 
“'If there were such an epi­ 
demic in Marin, I’m amazed 
that the public health officer 
did not a p p e a r before this 
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Dr. 
Albrecht conceded she 
probably should have warned 
the supervisors before today, 
but explained she had planned 
to bring it up during her budget 
request for the next fiscal year.

A motion directing F airfax's 
police and fire departm ents not 
to respond first to calls from 
outside the city lim its was with­ 
drawn before it was voted upon. 
Instead, the counc.il. decided 
to wait 90 days before taking 
any action on the m atter. 
The supervisors last month 
voted against form ation of a 
police services district which 
M arin C o u n t y cities insist 
would equalize the burden of 
police costs between incorporat­ 
ed and unincorporated areas of 
Marin. 
Cities contend they are pay­ 
ing twice for police services — 
once in city tax to finance their 
police departm ents and again 
in a county tax for the sheriffs 
patrols. 
The Fairfax council’s discus­ 
sion was sparked by a letter 
from 
Priscilla 
G ray 
of 
126 
R i d g e Road, who urged the 
council to forbid F airfax police 
to answ er calls from the sher­ 
iff’s office. 
“ I do not c a r e to see the 
Fairfax police, which is not 
paid 
for 
by our 
neighbors, 
going to their assistance, since 
they are well able to look .after 
them selves,” Mrs. G ray wrote. 
Councilman Robert, R. Souza 
a g r e e d with Mrs. G ray and 
moved that the city’s police and 
fire departm ents be instructed 
not to respond to calls from 
outside the city. Under the pre­ 
sent procedure, city police and 
fire units respond first to em er­ 
gencies in the unincorporated 
area as a m atter of courtesy to 
county units. 
Both F a i r f a x Fire Chief 
Charles F. Thornton and Police 
Chief Jam es R. O rr had reser­ 
vations about Souza’s motion. 
Thornton said this depart-

A Sausalito School D istrict 
trustee recommended last night 
that the district board consider 
lodging m isdem eanor charges 
against persons wrho repeatedly 
disrupt board meetings.

Although trustee Robert A. 
Thompson said he did not like 
to contemplate the board level­ 
ing such c h a r g e s against a 
mem ber of the public, he said 
the time “ has come to do som e­ 
thing” about the dist.ri.cfs often, 
heated sessions. 
“ We have a dedicated group 
of young women who do every­ 
thing but set off the bombs to 
disrupt our m eeting,” Thomp­ 
son, an attorney, said. “ They 
interrupt. 'They m ake w hatever 
noise they want to and seem to 
have their own rules. 
“He added: “ Their behavior 
is intolerable and em barrassing 
and I think it is time to recog­ 
nize their 'disruptive influence.'” 
He noted there is a state statute 
which provides 
that persons 
who c r e a t e havoc at public 
meetings can be charged with a 
crime. 
Thompson said that at some 
Sausalito School Board m eet­ 
ings, the boaixl m em bers have 
begun “ to feel like they are 
bulls in a bull-baiting contest, 
You have to have an iron con­ 
stitution and the skin of a w art 
hog to accom plish any business 
here som etim es,” the trustee 
charged. “ This wouldn’t be to­ 
lerated at any other function, 
except, a prison riot.”

Denies Any Gap 


WASHINGTON

- A 
White House spokesman says 
President Nixon has no inten­ 
tion of misleading the Ameri­ 
can people about U.S. policies 
in Indochina. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler came to the defense of 
the administration’s credibility 
on the war Monday in response 
to a national poll showing 69 
per cent of Americans feel 
Nixon is not telling them all 
they should know about the 
fighting in Southeast Asia. 
“We have not and will not 
pursue a communications policy 
where we in any way attempt 
to mislead the American people 
about what we are 
doing," 
Ziegler said. 
The poll also showed an 18 
per cent drop since August in 
public confidence in Nixon’s 
handling of the war. It showed 
46 per cent of those questioned 
disapproved of Nixon’s policies, 
41 per cent approved, while 13 
per cent expressed no opinion. 


Flee Pakistan 


DACCA, East Pakistan (UPI) 
—Hundreds of foreign residents 
today evacuated East Pakistan, 
where more than 300 persons 
have been reported killed in 
political rioting. 
Ninety 
Britons 
from 
the 
estimated 1,000 in the British 
community in East Pakistan 
flew to London. Monday, 113 of 
the 300 West German nationals 
in the eastern part of 
the 
country left for Bangkok, the 
West German consulate said 
today. 
In Tokyo, the foreign minis­ 
try 
announced 
166 
persons, 
most of them 
employes 
of 
Japanese 
firms 
and 
their 
families, would be flown out 
from Dacca this week. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
consul general said no decision 
has been taken yet whether to

Approval Seen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Wil­ 
liam J. Casey is expected to 
win the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee’s approval to head the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission (SEC) despite a charge 
that he hid damaging informa­ 
tion about his business back­ 
ground from the Senate. 
The allegation came from 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
and it was serious enough to 
convince 
the 
committee 
to 
reopen its hearing 
into the 
nomination 
and 
call 
Casey 
back. The new hearing was set 
for 2 p.m. EST today. 
But privately a number of 
committee members said they 
felt Casey’s explanation was 
satisfactory 
to assure him of 
the committee’s approval and 
the Senate’s confirmation. 
Proxmire was 
unlikely 
to 
carry his fight against the 
nomination to the Senate floor 
if none or only one or two 
members 
of the 
15-member 
committee join him in raising 
objections.

negotiator told them during a 
meeting with the 170 American 
pacifists 
he 
had 
resumed 
private negotiations with chief 
U.S. 
negotiator 
David 
K.E. 
Bruce. 
Another spokesman for the 
group telephoned news media 
nine hours later to say, “Its a 
regrettable error and were very 
embarrassed that we made this 
mistake.” 
“I make no apologies, it was 
a human error,” 
Dale said 
today. “I've been in the news 
business 25 years and I guess 
I’m human, it’s one of those 
thing.”

Harold Lloyd, 77, A Giant 
Among Film Comics, Succumbs

(UPI)—Harold Lloyd, one of the 
world’s great comics who epi­ 
tomized the meek loser but who 
always escaped from terrifying 
predicaments, died Monday. He 
was 77. 


A pair of lenseless celluloid 
spectacles that cost 10 cents 
and a boater straw hat were 
Lloyd’s trademarks as he rose 
to stardom in silent pictures 
and appeared in nearly 500 
films. 


His bumbling antics in silent 
and later in talkies won Lloyd 
millions of fans and a vast for­ 
tune. He b e c a m e one of the 
wealthiest men in movie histo­ 
ry- 


He is best remembered for 
terrifying feats while dangling 
from the side of tall buildings 
and for uproarious chases. One 
famed scene found him clutch­ 
ing the hand of a giant clock 
high above the ground. Each 
minute brought him closer to 
disaster as the minute hand 
edged toward the bottom of the 
dial. 


L l o y d had been ill for 18 
months and recently had under­ 
gone a kidney operation. His 
death was attributed to cancer. 


Lloyd created the character 
of “Lonesome Luke,” a country 
bumpkin who wTore big shoes, 
tight fitting coats and a small 
mustache. He discarded that

character in 1915, donning his 
glassless spectacles which he 
later insured with Lloyds of 
London for $25,000. 


In his later films, he wore the 
spectacles 
as 
a 
good-luck 
charm in the first scene of each 
picture, then used substitutes. 


His silent hits included “Safe­ 
ty Last,” 
“The Freshman,” 
“Speedy” 
and 
“Grandma’s 
Boy.” Hi? first talkie was “Mo­ 
vie Crazy.” 


Lloyd had his own film prod­ 
uction 
company 
and 
owned 
most of the pictures in which he 


appeared, Although he hadn’t 
made a film since 1950 when he 
starred in “Mad Wednesday,” 
he did compile some of his fa­ 
mous scenes and released them 
as “Harold Lloyd's World of 
■Comedy” in 1962. For that film 
he was honored in 1962 at the 
Cannes film festival with a 
plaque that read “To the Grand 
Prince of Cinema.” 
“There are many good come­ 
dians today,” he said recently. 
“But in the old days we had a 
different technique. 
“Ours was more visual. Now 
it’s 
just 
question-and-answer 
gags. We worked on the main 
character. He was built up so 
people felt sorry for him and 
wanted him to win out.” 
During his early days in the 
movies, Lloyd costarred with a 
young actress named Mildred 
Davis. He later married her 
and they had three children, 
Gloria, Peggy and Harold Jr. 
He lived in the grand manner 
of old time movie stars. The 
Lloyd family mansion here, 
w h e r e he died, was a show- 
place. 
Besides a 
swimming 
pool, the grounds once had a 
private nine-hole golf course. 
His wife died in 1969.

City Strike Call

“As far as I’m concerned, 
dances are through,” said 
C o u n c i 1 m a n Francis J.

“If this stuff continues, we’re 
going to end up with a police­ 
man injured or some youth in­ 
jured,” warned Councilman 
Lee Nelder. 
Nelder said he thought that 
only about 10 per cent of those 
attending the dance were from 
Fairfax and that the average 
age of those attending appeared 
to' be about 30: 
'Councilman Robert R. 'Souza 
said he thought more persons 
attended last month’s dance 
than the ill-fated Memorial Day 
dance at the Pavilion in 1969 — 
“something we don’t want to 
reoccur,” according to Souza. 
At the Memorial Day event, 
two policemen and a 17-year-old 
youth, were injured when youths 
threw rocks, cans and. bottles 
as officers attempted to halt the 


dance because it was allegedly 
overcrowded. 
The Fairfax Youth Commis­ 
sion and Wild Bill Productions, 
dance promoters, sponsored, 
last month’s event with the 
park and recreation, commis­ 
sion.William Cummings, 20, a 
partner in Wild Bill Produc­ 
tions, defended the dance and 
his organization. He said the 
crowd, whose average age he 
estimated to be less than 20, 
was “calm and orderly.” 
His group has paid the $53 
damages, he said, adding that 
most of the dam,age was to the 
exterior of the building.. 
The size of the crowd 'was 
unexpected, he said, because 
two previous dances sponsored 
by Wild Bill had attracted only 
about 300 persons each. 
A teen-aged member of the 
parks and recreation commis­ 
sion, Edwin H. McGee, also de­ 
fended the dance, saying he 
t. h o u g h, t it was ‘ ‘done very 
well.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)-

facilities.

which schools will be kept open 
in the Sausalito School District 
next year r e m a I n e d unan­ 
swered last night, as the dis- 
t r i c t 
board 
asked

superintendent to study three 
possible 
alternate 
facilities 
plans. (Another Sausalito School 
District story, page 1). 
The board, by a 3-1-1 vote, 
directed Supt. 
Lawrence A. 
Lindberg to prepare reports on 
the economic and educational 
advantages and disadvantages 
of the various plans and specif­ 
ic cost estimates for each pro­ 
posal. then report back at the 
board s first meeting in May. 
The newest facilities plan, 
presented last night by Trustee 
Delta Christ, calls for locating 
all grades at Martin Luther 
King School next year by using 
existing 
classrooms 
at 
the 
school. 
The board, which agreed two 
weeks ago that the district’s 
ultimate goal should be one 
school, already is considering 
several alternates. One possi­ 
bility suggested by the superin­ 
tendent would place all grades 
at King School and add five 
portable classrooms to accomo­ 
date 
the 
students. 
Another 
would leave kindergarten at 
Manzanita School in Marin City 
I or move it to Bay side School in 
Sausalito next year, and put the 
remaining grades at King, with 
all classes moved to King by 
1972. 
Mrs. Christ's plan calls for 
three kindergarten and three 
first grade classes, with 24 stu­ 
dents in each class; two second 
grade classes, 26 students per 
class: three third grades, 22 
students apiece; three fourth 
grades, each with ,20 students. 
She also proposes two fifth 
and two sixth grades, each with 
26 students, two seventh grade 
classes, with 21-22 students in 
each class and two e i g h t h 
grades, with 21-22 youngsters 
per class. 
Under her proposal, the kin­ 
dergarten and first graders and 
the school's library would be 
located in one wing of King. 
Another wing would house se­ 
cond, third and fourth, graders 
and a third would accomodate 
fifth, sixth and seventh grades. 
Eighth graders would be placed 
in the building now used as a 
reading center. 
Mrs. Christ said, she thought 
one school located in existing 
classrooms at King would be 
“economically 
feasible” 
and 
still leave areas for “special 
uses,” such as art, shop and 
home economics, 
'Board Chairman Nathaniel 
Johnson questioned the effect 
the system would have on edu­ 
cation, noting district policy 
limits class size to 25 students. 
“ What is the educational, feasi­ 
bility of a kindergarten class 
with 24 students?” he asked. 
Trustee Robert A. Thompson 
said the effects on education 
would be dealt with in the stu­ 
dies the, administration wiE 
make. * 
Wallace K. Shepherd, execu- 


ty Housing A u t h o r i t y and 
Redevelopment 
Agency, sug­ 
gested a fourth, .alternate — that 
the district build a kindergar­ 
ten through eighth grade school 
in Marin City. 
Shepherd suggested the dis­ 
trict sell its excess properties to 
finance construction. He said 
the district promised in 1960 to 
build an elementary school in 
Marin City “but that promise 
has not been kept.” He went on 
to say the housing authority 
already has donated the land 
for such a school. 
Thompson called Shepherd’s 
plan “totally economically un­ 
feasible,” but Johnson said he 
would study the proposal care­ 
fully and report back to the 
board. 
Barbara Hendrickson, a kin­ 
dergarten teacher, 
said the 
board might be surprised by 
enrollment in, September and 
end up with insufficent class­ 
room space at King School. 
“Last year we anticipated less 
than 50 kindergarten children 
and there were 84,” she said. 


From, the audience, John, Al- 
pert. questioned the plan to lave 
the school library in the same 
wing as the primary grades.

Bullet Into

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)

bill making it easier for the 
legislature to increase taxes on 
banks,, insurance 
firms 
and 
corporations has been killed by 
an Assembly committee. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Leo T. McCarthy, D-San 
Francisco, came under heavy 
attack Monday by lobbyists 
from, the business community. 
The legislature, under the 
bill, would have been permitted 
to hike the levies by a simple 
majority vote. Currently a two- 
thirds vote is needed to' raise' 
bank, and, corporation taxes, 
although other taxes—such as 
sales and income—can be hiked 
by majority vote. 
The 
Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ments Committee—at a hearing 
jammed with lobbyists—gave 
McCarthy’s bill a 4*4 vote. Five 
votes were needed for approval. 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, moved to 
delay vote on. the measure for 
two 
montos 
to' 
await 
a 
“complete tax package,” but 
McCarthy asked for an imme­ 
diate vote. 
Lewis 
Keller, 
representing 
the Association of California. 
Life Insurance Companies, said 
increased taxes would m ean 
higher future insurance rates. 
Richard E. Ratcliff, legisla­ 
tive advocate for toe California 
Bankers Association, opposed, 
the 
bill 
saying 
banks 
are 
already “paying more than our 
share of the tax load.” 
The California State Chamber 
of Commerce also opposed the 
bill. 
Under present law, McCarthy 
noted, Individual income taxes 
can be raised by m a j o r i t y 
votes. He added, “All taxpay­ 
ers, large and small, corporate 
and individual, should, be: treat­ 
ed equally.”

Tough Selling Job Ahead 
For Petaluma's City Council 
The Petaluma City Council 
may be spending some late 
nights in the next few months 
studying the art of salesman­ 
ship, and it certainly will be 
necessary if the proposed $2 
million sewer bond election is 
to be successful, in June. 
Even though the final vote on 
calling the election won’t be 
taken until March 19, the coun­ 
cil has been besieged by pessi­ 
mism and c o n f r o n t e d by 
persons already organized to 
defeat the measure. 
Bond elections — whether for 
schools or municipal facilities— 
are hard to sell. Voters simply 
hate to see their taxes go up. 
Southern Sonomans made that 
very' clear in heavily defeating 
the Feb. 20 school tax rate in­ 
crease. 


NOT ONLY WILL the Petalu­ 
ma Council have to persuade 
those who are a b s o l u t e l y 
against anything that will raise 
taxes, but also those who might 
be willing to put out more mo­ 
ney for progress. 
'The east side of Petaluma is 
generally made up of young 
families who would be inclined 
to support measures that would 
better their lives despite 'higher 
taxes. What the council will 
have to prove is that increasing 
the capacity of the sewer plant 
will achieve that aim. 
All of the ills of the c i t y , 
including crowded schools, un­ 
developed parks and traffic 
congestion, have 'been blamed 


on the council. “Poor plan­ 
ning,” complain eastsiders. 
COUNCILMEN AGREE that 
things could be better and cite 
the retention of a planning con­ 
sultant firm as proof that they 
mean business in plotting a bet­ 
ter community for 'the future. 
The report will cost between 
$26,000 and $32,000 and is ex-, 
pected to cover such diverse 
subjects as zoning, land use, 
housing and a general update of 
the 1962 general plan. 
For the price of $32,000 one 
wonders how many problems 
can be solved by the planners. 
Consultant fees are generally 
enormous and the fee to Wil­ 
liams and Mocine led some to 
wonder whether the council is 
wise in putting all its eggs in 
the consultant’s basket. 
If the planners merely spend 
s e v e r a 1 weeks at City Hall 
gathering information, go back 
to their o f f i c e s and write 
professionally worded chapters 
accompanied by colorful maps 
and graphs, the council will 
have a difficult time passing off 
the report as new and vital. 
ONE. THING is certain, be­ 
fore the council can swing en­ 
ough “yes” votes on the sewer 
expansion plan, it will have to 
prove that it can control the 
growth that sewer expansion 
will promote. 
The theory’ of growth at any 
cost is dead in Petaluma. Resi­ 
dents would by far rather see a 
stop to uncontrolled growth and 
certainly will not pay higher 
taxes to prolong it.

Razor Blade Company Defends 
Its Newspaper Sample As Safe 
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By U.P.INTERNATIONAL 
The American Safety Razor 
Co. defended itself Monday 
against complaints that a news­ 
paper advertisement insert con­ 
taining a sample razor blade 
was possibly dangerous, espe­ 
cially to children. 
The company, a division of 
Philip Morris Inc., said it. re­ 
cently had conducted a test 
with one of the nation’s largest 
newspapers in which specially 
packaged. (Personna) blades 
were delivered with the Sunday 
edition. (In Marin, blades were 
included in home deliveries of 
Sunday’s San Francisco Chroni­ 
cle-Examiner.)" 
“There were no reported ac­ 
cidents or complaints,” the 
statement said. “Therefore it 
was decided to extend the same 
method of introducing a new 
product to other markets.” 
A number of complaints were 


reported around the country 
Monday from 'person worried 
about children hurting them­ 
selves . on the blades, which 
were pasted to the newspaper 
advertisement insert, in a white 
plastic package. 
I n s i d e the outer bag, the 
blade was wrapped in two more 
protective coverings — waxed. 


paper and a sealed paper envel­ 
ope. 
On the outside the package 
were printed the words “con­ 
tains razor blade’1 and “keep 
away from, children”. It also 
carried the instructions: “Do 
not tear. Cut with scissors 
along dotted line.” 
'The ad was estimated by the 


company to have been carried 
in about 10 cities with a com­ 
bined circulation of four mil­ 
lion. 
In California, the Orange 
County Health department is­ 
sued a w a r n i n g to parents 
about the ad. No injuries were 
reported, however. 
The Los A n g e l e s Times, 
which carried the ad. Sunday;, 


also reported that it, along with 
several radio and television sta­ 
tions and several police depart­ 
ments, had r e c e i v e d 
complaints. 
Some advertising directors of 
papers involved said they had 
tried “every way possible” to 
rip open the package containing 
the blade but were unable to do 
so.

War Museum Comes In Handy 
For Defense Chief's Briefings 
WASHINGTON — I don’t 
mind the Pentagon lying to me 
on a large scale such as when, 
they flatly stated a few months 
ago that they were not keeping 
any files on civilians. 
But it’s their little lies that 
get me down. For example, the 
other day it was revealed that a 
rusty piece of oil pipe Sec. of 
Defense Melvin Laird showed 
to newspapermen and implied 
had been captured during the 
Laos offensive turned out to be 
over a year old and, had nothing 
to do with the recent Laos in­ 
cursion. 
Secretary- Laird was trying to 
use the pipe to prove the South 
Vietnamese were making great 
headway and had managed to 
cut the North Vietnamese oil 
supplies in Laos. 
'When the truth was discov­ 
ered, the Pentagon naturally 
protested; they never said it 
was this year’s pipe. 
WELL,, IT DOESN’T take 
much imagination to realize 
what some future Pentagon 
briefings are going to be like. 
I can just see us .all filing into 
the Pentagon briefing room 
where Mr. Laird, wearing his 
usual ebullient smile, welcomes 
us. Besides the usual m ap, a 
display of weapons and supplies 
are on the stage. 
Mr. Laird says, “Gentlemen, 
I am happy to report that the 
South ' Vietnamese have just 
captured a large cache of wea­ 
pons in Laos.” He holds up a 
rifle. 
“Is that one of the rifles cap­ 
tured, Mr. Secretary?” a re­ 
porter asks. 
Mr. Laird smiles and says, 
“Pardon me. I didn’t 'under­ 
stand the question.” 
“I said, is that rifle one of the 
weapons captured in Laos?” 
" W e l l i yes and, no,” Mr. 
Laird replies. “This rifle ac­ 
tually was found after Custer’s 
last ’stand at Little Big Hone. 
But, our intelligence .indicates 
the weapons discovered look 
just like it.” 
MR. LAIRD picks up a frozen 
chicken. “The ARVN found 12,- 
000 chickens just like this one 
on Route 9.” 
“Is that a Laotian chicken?” 
“Would you please speak 
louder?” 
“Is that a c h i c k e n from 
Laos?” 
Mr. Laird confers with a ge­ 
neral and then smiles and says, 
“No, this chicken comes from 
Belleau Woods. It was captured 
at the end of World War I. But 
we wanted to give you some 
idea of the success of the ARVN 
mission. Are there any ques­ 
tions?” 
“WHAT ARE THOSE ration 
cans over there, sir?” 
“Oh, yes, we captured five 
tons of those two days ago in 
Cambodia.” 
“But there is German print­ 
ing on the labels.” 
Laird confers with the gener­ 
als. Then he smiles and says: 


“I e r r e d . These cans come 
from the Battle of the Bulge in 
World, War II. But, we wanted to 
give you some idea how sneaky 
the enemy really can be. 
“Mr. Secretary, where did 
the sandbags come from?” 
“These are the types of sand­ 
bags the North Vietnamese 
have placed around their anti­ 
aircraft guns.” 
“DID YOU FLY the sand­ 
bags all the way back to Wash­ 
ington?” 
He confers with the general 
again. 
“No, not exactly. These sand­ 
bags were captured at the Bat­ 
tle of Iwo Jima. WTe thought you 
might be interested to note how 
far behind the enemy was in 
sandbag design. Are there any 
questions?” 
“Is that everything1 that was 
captured?” 
Mr. Laird smiles. “Except 
for one small surprise.” He 
presses a. buzzer. 'The large 
doors of the briefing room open 
and a Chinese tank rumbles 
into the room. 
“What do you think of that, 
gentlemen?” 
“Where did you get it?” 
“We captured it at Inchon 
during the Korean war. Let this 
'be an. answer tothose who say 
Vietnamization isn’t working.”

Tooth Decay 


Tooth decay may be the most 
common chronic disease in the 
world. Dental experts estimate 
that there are now about 800 
million untreated cavities in 
America’s 200 million mouths. 
Almost everyone in every civil­ 
ized country has had one or 
more decayed teeth. Even with 
the high prevalence of decay, 
both the exact cause and the 
cure for it are unknown. 
Researchers 
have 
almost 
unaimously concluded that peo­ 
ple don’t get dental caries un­ 
less three c o n d i t i o n s are 
present in the mouth: 1) certain ¡ 
bacteria; 2) fermentable car­ 
bohydrates; and 3) susceptible 
tooth survaces. 
TOOTH DECAY, according to 
the National Institute of Dental 
Health, is preventable. 
Like 
many public health problems, 
the cure will d e p e n d on the 
amount of money available for 
research and education. 
Dental caries are more prev­ 
alent at the sea coasts and in 
temperate regions than in the

Joyce Ferris Nedde is a sur­ 
prisingly gentle and softspoken 
young woman ■— not to mention 
her model-like appearance — to 
be a, California deputy' attorney 
general who practices criminal 
law. 
Most, of her work is in state 
and federal courts, but she is 
qualified, to argue cases before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Tall and slender, the blue­ 
eyed Titian blonde lives in Mill 
Valley with her husband, Dr. 
Norman Robert Nedde, chief 
resident in orthopedic surgery 
for the combined program of 
six hospitals in San Francisco. 
He is in his last year of residen­ 
cy at St. Mary’s Hospital. 
PRESENT FOR a few min­ 
utes — until he was called on 
an. emergency — during an in­ 
terview at the couple’s apart­ 
ment in the Shelter Bay area of 
Mill 'Valley, he confirmed his 
full approval of and interest in 
his wife’s career. 
This proved to 'be1 only one 
e i. a m p ! e of what has 'been 
amazingly smooth sailing — 
apart, from very hard work — 
for Joyce since she first decid­ 
ed to 'become an attorney..

in psychology and sociology. 
“Though I had known only 
one a t t o r n e y in my life, I 


thought I would, like law and 
applied for admission, to Har­ 
vard. I had. no trouble getting 
into the law school. I had had 
good, g; r a d e s but was not an. 
outstanding scholar. 
“ .AFTER A year at Harvard I 
transferred to the University of 
Louisville School of Law in 
Louisville, Ky.” Joyce received 
her doctor of jurisprudence de­ 
gree there in 1961. 
She and her husband had met 
at Northwestern. 
“Bob — that’s what I call 
him rather than Norman — was 
head of the science department 
and taught chemistry in high 
school in Louisville, but we 
waited to get married until aft­ 
er I had received my law de­ 
gree and had p a s s e d the 
Kentucky bar examination.

Joyce held this 'position, two 
years, until her husband was 
graduated and he took an in­ 
ternship at San. Francisco Ge­ 
neral Hospital in 1966. 
Again she had. no trouble get­ 
ting a good, job — just walked 
in the office of the California 
Attorney General in San. Fran­ 
cisco and was hired the next 
day for her present job as a 
deputy attorney general. 
Quite unusual is the fact that 
she 
practices 
criminal 
law, 
since not many women are in 
that field. It was not due to any 
special interest on her part, she 
explains, but simply the need of 
a deputy in that field at the 
time she applied. 
She has handled all kinds of 
cases — including murders, as­ 
saults, rapes, kidnappings and 
drug convictions — and has 
argued cases in state and feder­ 
al courts.

“I have never argued cases 
before the U.S. S u p r e m e 
Court,” she says, “but have 
handled some not requiring a 
personal appearance in Wash­ 
ington.”

tropics. Genetics andnutritional 
or emotional disturbances have 
been found to contribute to 
tooth decay. 
A summary of current dental 
caries research, issued by Su­ 
gar Information Inc., promises 
that new weapons against de­ 
cay are being pursued. 
The most successful widely 
used means for building tooth 
resistance has 'been found to be: 
flouridation of public water 
supplies. It has reduced the ca­ 
ries rate, according to reports, 
by 50 to 60 per cent where it is 
used. 
Scientists are testing methods 
such, as special mouthwashes 
and enzymes, for breaking up 
the sticky, transparent film 
called plaque that forms on 
teeth and furnishes a breeding 
ground for mouth bacteria. 'The 
traditional attack on plaque has 
been regular use of the tooth­ 
brush.

WASHINGTON - Rep, Don 
H. Clausen, R-First District, 
has called for passage of legis­ 
lation to create an all-volunteer 
Army. 
Clausen, who has coauthored 
bills in the past two sessions of 
Congress to create an all-volun­ 
teer A r m y , told the House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 
that it would be "not only work­ 
able, but fair and just as well.” 
With proper incentives, he 
said, the services could attract 
and retain volunteers while eli­ 
minating the draft and permit­ 
ting young persons to pursue 
their educations and careers 
without interruption. 
“There just is no w’ay to re­ 
form the draft or completely 
remove its many inequities,” 
Clausen 
testified. 
“Military 
conscription, in the final ana­ 
lysis, is exactly what the name 
implies — inducing a young 
man to s e r v e in the arm ed 
forces and, in m any instances, 
against his will.” 
Clausen suggested that the 
base recruit salary, now about 
S2.750 a year with benefits, be 
“ very close” to the $6,000 a 
year now paid the average un­ 
skilled blue collar worker. 
Savings in reduced training 
costs and in the present high 
turnover would at least offset 
the higher cost of increased sa­ 
laries, Clausen said. 


Americans Freed 
By Turk Captors 


ANKARA, 
'Turkey 
(U P!)— 
Antigovemment Turkish guer­ 
rillas freed four kidnaped U'.S. 
airmen. Monday night, leaving 
them in an unguarded apart­ 
ment 700 yards from the U.S. 
Embassy. The GIs walked to 
freedom through a door their 
captors left open. 
The Americans said they had 
been well-treated and adequate­ 
ly fed on cheese, bread and 
olives in five days of captivity 
at 'the hands of guerrillas who 
called them selves the 'Turkish 
Liberation .Army. 
They threatened to kill the 
Americans unless the 'Turkish 
governm ent paid $400,000 ran­ 
som. 
“We did not pay a single 
cent,” said a Turkish govern­ 
ment spokesman. 
S.Sgt. Jimmie J. Sexton of 
San Angelo, Tex., and Airmen 
l.C. Jam es Gholson of Alexan­ 
dria, Va., Larry S. Heavner of 
Denver, 
Colo, 
and 
Richard 
Caraszi of Stamford, 
Conn., 
were seized Thursday as they 
left a ra d a r station outside 
Ankara. 
Gholson said the guerrillas 


left the apartm ent about 11:30 
p.m . Monday night without a 
word. 
“We waited until we were

alone,” 
said 
Gholson. “Then we went out the 
door and down the stairs to the 
street and grabbed the first cab 
that came by.” 
Sexton appeared at a news

“Every’ tim e we would lose 
our appetite because of some 
bad news, or something, they 
( their kidnapers') would ask us 
if we wanted something to eat 
or drink.

A Bleak Redevelopment Outlook 


By PAT ANGLE 
For the past 15 y e a r s the 
Marin County Redevelopment 
Agency has had the responsibil­ 
ity for developing Marin City 
into a complete suburban com­ 
munity 
But the shopping facilities, 
schools, businesses, recreation­ 
al centers and private housing 
which the a g e n c y hoped to 
bring to the Southern Marin 
community have not material­ 
ized. For the past several years 
growth and development have 
bypassed Mario. City. 
Now, time may be running 
out for the redevelopment agen­ 
cy. According to its executive 
director, Wallace K. Shepherd, 
the agency currently has only 
$50,000 left in its coffers — en­ 
ough to pay its administrative 
expenses for another 18 months. 
And the situation is further 
•complicated by the fact the 
agency has been operating ille­ 
gally for two years, according 
to Shepherd, because his prede­ 
cessor, Donald 0. Stutsuran, 
did not seek anextension from 
the federal government when 
development of Marin City re­ 
mained incomplete by a 1969 
deadline. 
“Even though it’s a bleak pic­ 


ture, it’s not a hopeless one,” 
said Shepherd, who became 
head of the a g e n c y and the 
Marin County Housing Authori­ 
ty in December. 
"What we have to do is make 
this a g e n c y — which hasn’t 
moved in years — move for­ 
ward to serve not only Marin 
City, but the entire county,” he 
said.Shepherd is aware that if the 
agency is to survive, a solid 
program of development must 
begin in Marin City. If the re­ 
development group folds, She­ 
pherd said the government will 
come in, take over the project 
and develop it as it wishes. 
"That would mean absolutely 
no local control on what kind of 
community we have here,” he 
said.The task facing Shepherd and 
the redevelopment agency is a 
formidable one. More than half 
the community's 300 acres of 
land — about $900.000 worth — 
has yet to be sold and devel­ 
oped. 
A $1.556,297 loan from the 
federal government: in 1958' to 
pay for streets, sidewalks, 
lighting and sewers needed to 
ready the land for development 
has not been paid off. And in­ 
terest on the loan continues to 


pile up at the rate of $79,000 a 
year. 
When the government grant­ 
ed the loan, four local agencies 
— the housing authority, the 
county of Marin, the Tamalpais 
High School District and the 
Sausalito School District — 
agreed to develop facilities in. 
Marin City as the $778,000 local 
share required to obtain the 
federal money. 
The county promised to build 
a, police and, fire s t a t i o n in 
Marin City as its contribution. 
The Tamalpais High School 
District agreed to build a high 
school and the Sausalito School 
.District promised to build an 
elementary school in the com­ 
munity. To date, none of the 
facilities has been constructed, 
although a new fire station has 
been approved. 
"Marin City’s history is a his­ 
tory of b r o k e n promises,” 
Shepherd said. 
At the moment, the executive 
director’s most important task 
is to ask the government for a 
five-year extension on the loan 
and an additional $900,000 to 
allow the agency to operate and 
pay interest on the existing loan 
for that period. 
Shepherd said obtaining fed­ 
eral. f u n d s will not be easy,

particularly because of the 
agency’s history of nonaccom­ 
plishment. “We will have to 
have a solid, financially feasi­ 
ble plan for development and a 
developer who can really come 
through,” he said. “We will 
have to prove to the govern­ 
ment that we can really com­ 
plete development of Marin 
City in five years or wfe won’t 
get the money,” he said. 
To get the funds, about $300.- 
000' will be needed from, local 
sources. .And Shepherd is hope­ 
ful some of the local agencies 
which made promises in 1958 
will fulfill them in 1971. The 
only alternative, he said, is to 
ask for the m o n e y from the 
county which is already heavily 
burdened with financial, prob­ 
lems and high taxes. “I don’t 
want to have to go to the coun­ 
ty,” Shepherd stressed. 
Finding the right developer 
may be the key to the entire 
problem. The lack of a develo­ 
per who could make real, pro­ 
gress in developing Marin City 
has hampered agency efforts in 
the past. For seven years the 
California 
Development 
Co. 
was the community’s official 
developer, but the firm — after 
obtaining six agency extensions 
— left Marin City much as it 
found it — undeveloped. 
At present, the Marin Urban 
Development 
Association 
MUDA, a group of Marin City 
residents, is seeking to become 
the community’s official develo­ 
per. The association already 
has obtained, tentative approval 
from the housing authority and 
redevelopment, agency boards, 
but Shepherd said no contracts 
will be signed until the associa­ 
tion is approved by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban, Development. 
The Marin City-based group 
is asking the redevelopment 
agency for a one-year contract 
to give it time to prepare com­ 
plete development plans and 
studies showing its proposals 
are practical and economically 
sound. 
.Although Shepherd said he 
was not opposed to having the 
association as the community’s 
developer, he would like to see 
any 
prospective 
developer 
come up with precisé plans and 
financial studies before a con­ 
tract is granted. 
“If at the end of a y e a r , 
MUDA does not come through 
— for any reason — the agency 
will have spent another $108,000 
(for administration and interest 
costs) and accomplished no­ 
thing,” he explained. “We can­ 
not afford that.” 
Recently, several private de­ 
velopers have expressed inter­ 
est in coming into Marin City, 
according to the executive di- 
r e c t o r . Three of them — 
O’Donoghue Investment Co. of 
Marin, the Housing Corporation 
of Hawaii and Kaiser Aetna — 
will present proposals to the 
redevelopment agency board at 
8 p.m. today in the Manzanita 
Center. 
S h e p h e r d s a i d t h e 
O’Donoghue group, which, built 
the Tiburón Hills Housing Pro­ 
ject in Tiburón and the San 
Marin development in Novato, 
is interested in purchasing all 
the remaining land in Marin 
City and completing community 
development. The Hawaiian 
firm would like to build low- 
cost plastic housing in Marin 
City and a factory to manufac­ 
ture that housing. And Kaiser 
Aetna is proposing construction 
of 110 u n i t s of multi-family 
housing, to be built privately, 
without federal subsidy. 


“I have been told over and 
over that no private developer 
would be interested in coming 
into Marin City,” Shepherd, 
said. “But I am finding out this 
is not true.” 
Whatever group is chosen, it 
will have to work closely with 
the redevelopment, agency in 
convincing the federal govern­ 
ment that the additional $900,- 
000 sought will be well spent 
and result in real development 
in. M, a r i. n. City. “We have to 
prove to them we can do it this 
time,” Shepherd said. “This 
is our last chance.” 


Commune 
Ordinance 
Vote Urged 


The Mill Valley Youth Com­ 
mission, one of two city bodies 
that opposed an anticommune 
ordinance adopted last week by 
the city council., will mount a 
campaign to put the controver­ 
sial law lo a. vote of the people. 
Commissioners voted 6-5 to 
circulate petitions calling for a 
referendum election on the or­ 
dinance, which defines a family 
as no more than five unrelated 
persons. Other sections of the 
Mill Valley zoning ordinance 
prohibit any but a single family 
from inhabiting a residence in 
a single family zone. 
Both the youth and planning 
commissioners asked, the coun­ 
cil not to enact the measure, 
but councilmen did so March 1 
by a 4-1 vote. It becomes effec­ 
tive March 30. 
Youth commissioners set. a 
special meeting for tomorrow 
at 7:45 p.m. at the public li­ 
brary to discuss the petitions 
and hear an opinion from City 
Ally. Leland H. Jordan on legal 
requirements for the referen­ 
dum, 
Jordan said the youth com- 
m i s s i o n has 30 days from 
March 1. to file with the Marin 
County Elections Office a peti­ 
tion bearing the signatures of at 
least 592 registered voters,, 10 
per cent of Mill Valley’s total. 
If the signatures are valid, 
Jordan said, the council has 
two options: It may repeal the 
ordinance outright or call a re­ 
ferendum election, which must 
be held between '60 and 75 days 
later.

At Tense Quentin 


Tools Stolen 
A s s o r t e d hand tools and 
scales valued at $1,320 were 
reported stolen last weekend 
from the Vaculift Co., 1025 
Lakeville Highway, Petaluma, 
police reported. 


One San Quentin inmate was 
stabbed in the back yesterday 
and two more suffered cut 
wounds today in the latest, out­ 
breaks of violence at the prison. 
Meanwhile, it was disclosed 
that the weapon apparently 
used to attack a death row in­ 
mate on Sunday was found in. 
the cell of the man described as 
“San Quentin’s most dangerous 
inmate,” Leo Estrada Robles. 
Injured yesterday was Wayne 
D e n. n i, s Early,. 24, who was 
stabbed in the back three times 
at about 4 p.m. in the east cell 
block, according to James W. 
L. Park, associate warden. 
Park said that Early w'as in 
good condition today and that 
prison officials had isolated a 
man suspected of being respon­ 
sible for the stabbing. He did 
not identify the suspect,., 
Today about 7:40 a.m. two 
convicts who apparently got 
into a fight while returning 
from breakfast were treated for 
cuts, he said. Frank D. Tubach, 
28. had a three-inch cut on his 
back and Douglas R. Spencer, 
26, was treated for cuts on his 
shoulders. 
No weapon, was found. Park 
said. Both men had told officers 
they were injured. 
Meanwhile, 
yesterday 
in 
Marin Superior Court, Deputy 
Dist. Atty Jerry R. Herman 
said that a seven-inch bed 
spring honed down to a sharp 
point and attached to a. broom 
handle had been found in Ro­ 
bles’ cell. 
The weapon was believed to 
be the one used in an attack on 
death row' inmate Million L. 
McShane. 29, who suffered a 
puncture wound in his chest but 
would not say who had assault­ 
ed him. 
Robles,, on trial for his life in 
superior court, also reportedly 
tried to stab a guard with a 
homemade weapon on Thurs­ 
day. 
Robles has teen called, the 


meanest man in San Quentin 
after being convicted of two 
murders and repeatedly having 
prison-made weapons taken 
from him. 
He is currently being retried 
on the penalty phase of a mur­ 
der case dating from 1967. The 
jury is expected to start, delibe­ 
rations tomorrow on whether he 
is to get life imprisonment or 
death for the murder of a fellow 
patient in the San Quentin psy­ 
chiatric ward. 
He had earlier been sent­ 
enced to death but the sentence 
was reversed by the California. 
Supreme Court which ruled that 
the late Judge Harold J. Haley 
should not have allowed Robles 
to act as his own attorney. 
During his current trial he 
has threatened to kill his attor­ 
ney, Deputy Public Defender 
Edward Briggs, as well as nu­ 
merous other people.

with a city ordinance that res­ 
tricts the number of cats, dogs 
and chickens in a residential 
area but says nothing of horses, 
cows and donkeys, the San An­ 
selmo Planning Commission de­ 
cided last night. 
Grabbing the mouse by the 
ears, commissioners directed 
Charles R. Leitzeil, city engi­ 
neer and planning director, to 
.draft an amendment controlling 
larger animals. 
Leitzeil said today the matter 
gretv out of discussions last 
night as the commission re­ 
viewed the city’s zoning ordi­ 
nance. 
“We have situations where 
the larger animals are almost a 
public nuisance,” he said, add-' 
ing flies drawn by animals 
have limited the summertime 
use of some residents’ patios. 
Explaining there are strict 
restrictions on the keeping of 
chickens, geese and other fowl, 
and limits to the number of cats 
and dogs in residential areas, 


Leitzeil said the commission 
became disturbed by the lack of 
regulations for larger beasts — 
mainly horses. 
“No more than six cats over 
the age of eight months may be 
kept without a permit,” he 
quoted the ordinance as stating 
and ‘ ‘ f o w I must be kept in 
cages.” But there is no regula­ 
tion on the size or condition of 
lots for the large animals, he 
added. 
The question of raising horses 
in residential areas is not new 
to San Anselmo. 
“About a year or two ago I 
brought it up,” he said. At that 
time overgrazing of an area 
caused silt washed down by 
rain to plug city storm drains.” 
drains.” 
He said horse owners protest­ 
ed any restrictions and per­ 
suaded the city council to allow 
them to draft an ordinance con­ 
trolling animals. 
Leitzeil said he still hasn't 
seen the horse lovers’ ordi­ 
nance.

Pleas To 
Kickbacks 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Sgt. 
Maj. William D. Wooldridge, 
formerly 'the Army’s top ranked 
enlisted man, and four' other 
men pleaded innocent Monday 
to conspiring to defraud non­ 
commissioned officers’ clubs in 
Vietnam,., 
U. S. District Court Judge 
Warren J. Ferguson did not set 
a trial date but he did give the 
defense and the government 
until July 13 to present .and 
answer pretrial motions. 
The others entering innocent 
pleas were M. Sgt. William 
Higdon, Sgt. 1. C. William 
Bag,by, and two retired .Army 
noncommissioned officers, Nar­ 
vaez Hatcher and Theodore 
Bass. 
Assistant 
U. 
S. 
Attorney 
Donald Fareed said another 
retired sergeant, Seymour La­ 
zar, was a fugitive in Stuttgart, 
West Germany. He also said 
two civilian defendants, Clifford 
Terh'une and his wife, 'Irene, 
were fugitives in England and 
have refused to return here. 
All were charged with con­ 
spiring from 1965 to 1969 to 
defraud 
the 
government 
through bribes and kickbacks 
and falsification of records. 
They also were accused of 
overpayment of supplies bought 
from Manned Me., of Fuller­ 
ton, 
Calif. 
That firm 
was 
indicted but was not represent­ 
ed in court because of the 
fugitive status of its president, 
Lazar. 
Wooldridge, now stationed at 
White Sands Missile Range, N. 
M., appeared before the Senate 
permanent investigations sub­ 
committee in 1969. He invoked 
the Fifth Amendment 105 times 
in refusing to answer questions 
about Army clubs. 
The .Army did not prosecute 
him on 
grounds 
it lacked 
sufficient evidence to sustain 
convictions but he and the 
others were indicted by 
a 
federal grand .Jury here.

New Plan 


The San Rafael L i b r a r y 
Board last night reviewed a 
$711,000 expansion plan for the 
city library which will be pre­ 
sented next week to the city 
council. 
The plan, by the Consulting 
Organization of San Francisco, 
would expand the library from 
its present 10,800 square feet to 
23,770 square feet. It would in­ 
clude demolition of the original 
Carnegie Library structure — 
the 'portion fronting Fifth Aven­ 
ue — to make possible better 
use of space by replacing its 
high-ceilinged room with one 
extending nearer to the avenue, 
designed so another story could 
be added sometime after 1985. 
The city council will review 
the plan with the library board 
at a special meeting March 17 
at 7:45 p.m. in the children’s 
room of the library. 
Donald R. Hegstrom, manag­ 
ing director of the Consulting 
Organization, recommended in 
his report that funds for the 
addition be acquired by a tem­ 
porary addition to the city li- 
b r a r y tax, which is now 1:2 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. However, this would delay 
expansion for some years. 
Raising the tax to 22& cents — 
the rate now charged in the 
county library district — would 
produce $143,850 per year, 
based on last year’s assessed 
valuation figures. 
Another possible means of fi­ 
nancing the proposed expansion 
would be a bond issue. 
Board m e m b e r James H. 
Mayer was absent from last 
night’s meeting.

results of an investigation 
ordered by Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell after Alioto 
charged in testimony March 3 
before the subcommittee that 
eight federal, state and local 
law enforcemen agencies have 
provided confidential informa­ 
tion about him to the co-authors 
of the article. 
The mayor has filed a $12.5 
million libel suit against Look. 
“Because of the seriousness 
of (Alioto’s) charges,” Rehn­ 


quist said, Mitchell had imme­ 
diately queried FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, Director John 
E. Ingersoll, of the Bureau of 
Narcotics 
and Dangerous 
Drugs, and Commissioner Ray­ 
mond F. 
Farrell of 
the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 
He also said Henry Petersen, 
deputy asistant attorney gener­ 
al for the Criminal Division and 
former chief of the Organized 
Crime Section, contacted Rehn­ 
quist about a meeting he had 
with the magazine’s editorial 
board just before publication of 
the Alioto article. 
Petersen told Rehnquist the 
purpose of the meeting was “in 
connection of Look Magazine 
reporting 
about 
organized 
crime, and had nothing to do 
with Look’s article about Mayor 


Alioto. The FBI reported that 
after Alioto filed his libel suit, 
“it received information that 
one of its San Francisco agents 
had been a source of data for 
the controversial article,” he 
said.“The agent acknowledged 
that he had been in contact 
with one of the co-authors of 
the article and had on various 
occasions given and confirmed 
information that appears in the 
article,” he said. 
“At no time were official files 
of the FBI furnished to Look, 
and the' agent’s disclosures and 
confirmations of information 
were not made with FBI or 
other Department of Justice 
authorization.” 
Records of the Immigration 
and Naturalization 
Service, 
according to Rehnquist, “do 


show that one of the co-authors 
of the Look article and an 
investigator for the magazine 
attempted to obtain information 
from its San Francisco office. 
No information was given.” 
The Bureau of Narcotics 
reported that four exhibits 
introduced in the first trial on 
Alioto’s libel charges had 
originated with its predecessor 
bureau, the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics. 
“There is no indication of 
how these reports were re­ 
leased,” Rehnquist said. 
Rehnquist noted that it has 
been established practice for 
the Bureau of Narcotics to 
make its reports available to 
state and local law enforcement 
agencies “who have a legiti­ 
mate interest in their con­ 
tents.”

She has never liked him 
fighting, and she likes it even 
less when he is on the road 
with his band “because it takes 
him away so long.

Durham also said he w'ould 
like to see Frazier quit. 


“He’s done enough,” Durham 
said.

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Not Going To Cry, 
Says Subdued Ali 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A very 
subdued Muhammad Ali lay on 
his bed at the Hotel New 
Yorker this morning and said, 
“I’m not going to cry.”

He finished, but at the end 
he was sobbing with helpless­ 
ness and pain on the ring ropes. 
Frazier had the last laugh. As 
the final bell tolled, Frazier 
threw both fists in the air 
shouted, “Ha-Ha,” and went to 
his corner. 
Frazier was battered, so 
much so that he couldn’t sing 
at his victory party in a hotel 
later. He had bled from the 
nose and mouth, and his right 
eye and right jaw were swollen. 
Frazier was willing to pay 
tribute to Ali for his courage. 
“He took some punch,” said 
Frazier. “The shot I hit him 
w ith in the 15th, I had to go all 
the way home for.” 
But he thinks Ali should pay 
some kind of tribute to Mm, 
too.“I didn’t make him crawl 
across the ring to me on his 
knees,” said Frazier, referring 
to what Ali said he’d do if he 
lost. “But I do want him to 
apologize. 
“Before the fight he said to 
me, Tm going to kill you.., 
nigger.’

Harold Lloyd, 77, A Giant 
Among Film Comics, Succumbs 


BEVERLY 
HILLS, 
Calif. 
(UPI)—Harold Lloyd, one of the 
world’s great comics who epi­ 
tomized the meek loser but who 
always escaped from terrifying 
predicaments, died Monday. He 
was 77. 


A pair of lenseless celluloid 
spectacles that cost 10 cents 
and a boater straw hat were 
Lloyd’s trademarks as he rose 
to stardom in silent pictures 
and appeared in nearly 500 
films. 


His bumbling antics in silent 
and later in talkies won Lloyd 
millions of fans and a vast for­ 
tune. He b e c a m e one of the 
wealthiest men in movie histo­ 
ry. 


He is best remembered for 
terrifying feats while dangling 
from the side of tall buildings 
and for uproarious chases. One 
famed scene found him clutch­ 
ing the hand of a giant clock 
high above the ground. Each 
minute brought him closer to 
disaster as the minute hand 
edged toward the bottom of the 
dial. 


L l o y d had been ill for 18 
months and recently had under­ 
gone a kidney operation. His 
death was attributed to cancer. 


Lloyd created the character 
of “Lonesome Luke,” a country 
bumpkin who wore big shoes, 
tight fitting coats and a small 
mustache.

Lloyd had his own film prod­

and 
owned 
most of the pictures in which he 


appeared. Although he hadn't 
made a film since 1950 when he 
starred in “ Mad Wednesday.” 
he did compile some of his fa­ 
mous scenes and released them 
as “Harold Lloyd's World of 
Comedy” in 1962. For that film 
he was honored in 1962 at the 
Cannes film festival with a 
plaque that read “To the Grand 
Prince of Cinema.” 
“There are many good come­ 
dians today,” he said recently. 
“ But in the old days we had a 
different technique. 
“Ours was more visual. Now 
it’s 
just 
question-and-answer 
gags. We worked on the main 
character. He was built up so 
people felt sorry for him and 
wanted him to win out.” 
During his early days in the 
movies, Lloyd costarred with a 
young actress named Mildred 
Davis. He later married her 
and they had three children, 
Gloria. Peggy and Harold Jr. 
He lived in the grand manner 
of old time movie stars. The

Billing Plan 


The Petaluma City Council 
last night gave what it called 
“ guarded approval” to install­ 
ing a newly developed compu­ 
ter system in the water billing 
departm ent 
the 
next 
fiscal 
year. 
In giving its tentative approv­ 
al, the council set side $12,000 
from the general fund and $7,- 
000 from the water fund to fi­ 
nance the first-year operation 
of the International Business 
Machines system. 
City Mgr. Robert H. Meyer 
said details on how the system 
would work will be brought be­ 
fore the council next month. 
Meyer said the water billing 
would be the first task given 
the computer and that later it 
could be used by the p o 1 i c e 
payroll 
and 
finance 
depart­ 
ments. He estimated the first 
year cost at $19,720. 
Vice Mayor John W. Cavan- 
agh Jr. complained that instal­ 
lation of the system had not 
been justified and felt high city 
officials were the only persons 
pushing the computer idea. He 
said that some staff members 
and employees who have spo­ 
ken against the system have 
been “called on the carpet” by 
the city manager. 
Cavanagh said he felt the 
new system would be an “utter­ 
ly ridiculous and useless spend­ 
ing of tax dollars” and said 
Petaluma shouldn’t be the first 
city to try it out. 
Councilmen Robert A. Brun­ 
ner and Robert E. Daly sup­ 
ported the project, but had 
reservations. Councilman Fred 
V. Mattei said he wanted more 
information on possible joint 
use of county data processing 
facilities. 
Councilman Albert L. Battag­ 
lia Jr. said he felt costs would 
be higher than Meyer had esti­ 
mated and felt the s y s t e m 
would not reach the “break 
even” stage until after the third 
year of operation. 
Mayor Helen Putnam sup­ 
ported the plan in the belief it 
would streamline city opera­ 
tions.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -F o r 
the fourth straight time, the 
Senate refused today to kill a 
filibuster

curbs on unlimited debate.

Leader 
Mike Mansfield announced that 
he would now abandon—at least 
for the time being—the biennial 
fight to change the 54-year-old 
filibuster rule. 
The vote today was 55 to 39 in 
favor of softening the cloture 
rule. That was eight short of 
the necessary two-thirds major­ 
ity. 
Three times previously this 
year the Senate rejected a 
move to cut off debate on a bill 
to reduce from two-thirds to 
three-fifths the number of sena­ 
tors required to stop a filibuster 
and bring an issue to a vote.

Ross, former director of crip­ 
pled children’s services for the 
Marin County Public Health 
Department, said battered chil­ 
dren — when they become ad­ 
ults — o f t e n beat their own 
children.

(Another Sausalito School 
District story, page 1). 
The board, by a 3-1-1 vote, 
directed 
Supt. 
Lawrence

Lindberg to prepare reports on 
the economic and educational 
advantages and disadvantages 
of the various plans and specif­ 
ic cost estimates for each pro­ 
posal, then report back at the 
board's first meeting in May. 
The newest facilities plan, 
presented last night by Trustee 
Delta Christ, calls for locating 
all grades at Martin Luther 
King School next year by using 
existing 
classrooms 
at 
the 
school. 
The board, which agreed two 
weeks ago that the district’s 
ultimate goal should be one 
school, already is considering 
several alternates. One possi­ 
bility suggested by the superin­ 
tendent would place all grades 
at King School and add five 
portable classrooms to accomo­ 
date 
the 
students. 
Another 
would leave kindergarten at 
Manzanita School in Marin City 
or move it to Bayside School in 
Sausalito next year, and put the 
remaining grades at King, with 
all classes moved to King bv 
1972. 
Mrs. Christ's plan calls for 
three kindergarten and three 
first grade classes, with 24 stu­ 
dents in each class; two second 
grade classes, 26 students per 
class; three third grades. 22 
students apiece; three fourth 
grades, each with 20 students. 
She also proposes two fifth 
and two sixth grades, each with 
26 students, two seventh grade 
classes, with 21-22 students in 
each class and two e i g h t h 
grades, with 21-22 youngsters 
per class. 
Under her proposal, the kin­ 
dergarten and first graders and 
the school’s library would be 
located in one wing of King. 
Another wing would house se­ 
cond, third and fourth graders 
and a third would accomodate 
fifth, sixth and seventh grades. 
Eighth graders would be placed 
in the building now used as a 
reading center. 
Mrs. Christ said she thought 
one school located in existing 
classrooms at King would be

s t ill leave areas for “special 
uses,” such as art, shop and 
home economics.

DRUGS IN THE CLASSROOM: Can They Help? 


By ARNOLD ARNOLD 
(Second of six articles) 


Minimal 
brain 
dysfunction 
and hyperkinesis describe child 
behavior about which even the 
experts disagree. The following 
are among the 38 forms of be­ 
havior diagnosed as hyperkine­ 
sis: “ Fidgeting; restlessness; 
inattention; is difficult to man­ 
age; can’t sit still; is easily 
distracted; can't take frustra­ 
tion; displays anxiety; has no 
self-control; breaks things im­ 
pulsively; has a lot of acci­ 
dents; 
is 
nervous, 
irritable, 
undisciplined and clumsy; is a 
poor sleeper; seems ‘slow’; has 
a relatively high I.Q. but is an 
‘underachiever’; 
suffers 
per­ 
ceptual disorders; is ‘dyslexic’; 
is hostile, excessively aggres- 
s i v e ; shows more than the 
usual amount of ‘sibling rival­ 
ry ’ 
Virtually any one or any com­ 
bination of some of these symp­ 
toms can be f o u n d in every 
child at one time or another. 


But in the opinion of certain 
educators, 
psychologists 
and 
physicians, they are all indica­ 
tions of “ minimalbrain dysfunc­ 
tion” and “hyperkinesis.” 
William Cruikshank, who con­ 
ducted research in this field in 
1959 at Syracuse University, 
cautioned that a child who de­ 
monstrates 
these 
symptoms 
might under various circumst­ 
ances be classified as brain 
damaged, 
or as emotionally 
disturbed, or as having home 
problems, or he might have a 
psychopathic personality, or a‘ 
home that was too permissive, 
or one that is too authoritarian. 
“ In some situations such a 
child might be classified as 
being a ‘real boy’ whose disci­ 
plinary problems are ones he 
will outgrow.” 
THE 
ARGUMENT 
about 
symptoms, diagnoses and treat­ 
ment of such children rages 
back and forth in the medical 
literature. Still, parents are ex­ 
pected to accept without ques­ 
tion the diagnosis and drug 


prescriptions of those who favor 
the “brain dam age” theory. 
MBD and hyperkinesis have 
become the favorite description 
of children in whom parents 
and teachers have failed to in­ 
still required controls, or who 
may be suffering the effects of 
TV addiction. The drugs pres­ 
cribed for such children are 
dangerous. Swiss researchers 
found two children inadvertent­ 
ly poisoned and killed by two of 
the drugs dispensed, on very 
slight evidence, to U.S. school- 
age children. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration sent out warnings con­ 
cerning some of these drugs 
during 1970. But three months 
later, queried physicians and 
school 
health 
authorities 
in 
a r e a s where they are pres­ 
cribed had neither heard of nor 
heeded this caution. 
Some of the drugs described 
in the first of this s e r i e s of 
articles offer hope for reaching 
a tiny fraction of children who,

Great Annexation Game 
May Be Back With Us 


It looks like the great Annexation 
Game may be about ready for an­ 
other round in Marin. 
A decade ago, San Rafael set the 
game going with a move to annex 
Terra Linda. It turned out that not 
enough Terra Lindans wanted to be 
annexed. 
In the intervening decade, the ori­ 
ginal Terra Linda has been virtual­ 
ly surrounded by annexations to San 
Rafael, but it continues its way with 
a community services district oper­ 
ating a mostly volunteer fire de­ 
partment and a separate recreation- 
parks district operating a recrea­ 
tion program. 
A FEW YEARS later, Mill Valley 
started the annexation ball rolling 
again, with big plans to annex Alto, 
the Strawberry Shopping Center, 
and even keep going through Ten­ 
nessee Valley all the way to the 
ocean. 
That started the new city of Tibu- 
ron on the annexation trail. Al­ 
though it had no police department, 
no planning department, no recrea­ 
tion department and little public 
works department, it felt ready to 
acquire more territory. 
Prize plum sought by both Mill 
Valley and Tiburon was the Straw­ 
berry Shopping Center. Neither of

them got it. Mill Valley annexed 
much of Alto. Tiburon got nothing. 
And after awhile, the contest just 
faded out. 


PRINCIPAL REASON for a revi­ 
val of the Great Annexation Game 
at this time is a change in rules by 
the Pacific Fire Rating Bureau, 
which puts out ratings that are used 
as the basis for fire insurance 
premium rates by most underwri­ 
ters. 
For a decade, residents just out­ 
side cities or fire districts — who 
really have no assured fire protec­ 
tion except the county department 
— got a preferred rating which kept 
their insurance premiums relatively 
low. But this year, the fire rating 
bureau abandoned that. The result 
is a sharp increase in the rates. 
This puts the squeeze on the old 
pocketbook. The hate of City Hall 
appears a lot less rational when the 
saving in fire insurance premiums 
would more than pay the city taxes. 


This will make no difference to 
Terra Linda, which has its own fire 
department. But it is likely to bring 
annexation of many other areas ad­ 
jacent to cities. A recent Meadow­ 
sweet annexation in Corte Madera 
was spurred by this consideration.

THE LAW, as set forth in 
many court decisions, would 
say that she can.

fair mix of the population of the 
community at large.

Such a preselection process in 
choosing jurors would weight 
the odds in an intolerable way. 
What society wants is an un­ 
biased jury. What both prosecu­ 
tion and defense. Desire is a 
biased jury. The best way for 
society to achieve its desire, 
while giving prosecution and 
defense a chance to achieve 
theirs, is to insist that the pros­ 
pective jurors represent the po­ 
pulation at large. 
Then the prosecution and de­ 
fense can exclude those pros-

causes, are unable to function.

TODAY’S CHILDREN are in­ 
deed more “hyperactive” — 
restless, bored, and inattentive 
— than those of 20 or 30 years 
ago. They are over-stimulated, 
and at the same time they lead 
very restricted lives. They have 
few opportunities to work off 
physical energy. Urbanization, 
lack of play and e x e r n i s e 
spaces, crowded conditions at 
home, in school and outside, 
and TV addiction create symp­ 
toms that are identical to those 
loosely ascribed to “hyperkine­ 
sis” and “ minimal brain dys­ 
function.” 
The questions that urgently 
needs to be answered is wheth­ 
er it is more desirable to adapt 
children to a hostile social cli­ 
mate by feeding them drugs, or 
whether it might not be more in 


their interest to alter those as­ 
pects of their world that inter­ 
fere with n o r m a l c h i l d 
development. 
A study conducted at Lack­ 
land Air Force base in 1963 by 
Drs. Sanley Graven and Ri­ 
chard 
Narkewicz 
disclosed 
symptoms in 30 children that 
match the MBD and hyperkine­ 
sis 
diagnosis 
closely. 
They 
termed it the “tired child sym- 
drome.” After eliminating all 
other possible causes, they dis­ 
covered 
that 
these 
children 
were avid TV watchers who sat 
glued to the screen for five or 
more hours daily. The symp­ 
toms disappeared in direct pro­ 
portion 
to 
parental 
control 
exercised over their children’s 
TV w a t c h i n g . Those who 
watched not at all or for less 
than one hour per day had a 
complete remission of all symp­ 
toms for as long as they were 
kept to this regimen. 
Also generally ignored by 
those who advocate drug-assist­ 
ed behavior control in the class­ 


room is research like the 40- 
vear study conducted at the In­ 
stitute of Human Developmen­ 
tal the University of California, 
Berkeley. Here the same sub­ 
jects have been tested from 
birth to middle age. Among 
many other findings it discloses 
that the “explosive hyperac­ 
tive, pre-adolescent boy tend­ 
ed .. - in adolescence. . . to be 
rated a c t i v e and adventur­ 
ous . . .

But few doctors are equipped to 
make such a judgment, nor are 
Ritalin or amphetamines cures. 
Finally, the number of children 
who are diagnosed as suffering 
minimal brain dysfunction is 
far greater than the likely in­ 
cidence of this condition in the 
population.

Russians Paying Plenty 


For Foothold In Cuba 


The 
Russians 
are 
plenty for their Latin American 
foothold in Cuba. 
In Moscow, at the end of 
February, the Russians and the 
Cubans 
signed

at which Mikhail Kuzmin, a 
first deputy m inister of Soviet 
Foreign trade, said that 1971 
would see an increase of $110 
million in the value of Russian 
goods sent to Cuba. 
Soviet aid has been keeping 
the Cuban economy afloat for 
the last 10 years, 
and the 
Cubans now are estimated to 
owe the Russians more than $3 
billion exclusive of military aid. 
With 
the

going deeper into the hole each 
year, the Russians can have but 
little hope of ever being repaid.

In a nuclear war between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, Cuba’s value to the 
Russians would be dubious.

Tough Selling Job Ahead 
For Petaluma's City Council 


The Petaluma City Council 
may be spending some late 
nights in the next few months 
studying the art of salesman­ 
ship, and it certainly will be 
necessary if the proposed $2 
million sewer bond election is 
to be successful in June. 
Even though the final vote on 
calling the election won’t be 
taken until March 19, the coun­ 
cil has been besieged by pessi­ 
mism and c o n f r o n t e d by 
persons already organized to 
defeat the measure. 


Bond elections — whether for 
schools or municipal facilities— 
are hard to sell. Voters simply 
hate to see their taxes go up. 
Southern Sonomans made that 
very clear in heavily defeating 
the Feb. 20 school tax rate in­ 
crease. 


NOT ONLY MILL the Petalu­ 
ma Council have to persuade 
those who are a b s o l u t e l y 
against anything that will raise 
taxes, but also those who might 
be willing to put out more mo­ 
ney for progress. 


The east side of Petaluma is 
generally made up of young 
families who would be inclined 
to support measures that would 
better their lives despite higher 
taxes. What the council will 
have to prove is that increasing 
the capacity of the sewer plant 
will achieve that aim. 


All of the ills of the c i t y , 
including crowded schools, un­ 
developed 
parks 
and traffic 
congestion, have been blamed 


on the council. 
“ Poor plan­ 
ning,” complain eastsiders. 
COUNCILMEN AGREE that 
things could be better and cite 
the retentiomof a planning con­ 
sultant firm as proof that they 
mean business in plotting a bet­ 
ter community for the future. 
The report will cost between 
$26,000 and $32,000 and is ex­ 
pected to cover such diverse 
subjects as zoning, land use, 
housing and a general update of 
the 1962 general plan. 
For the price of $32,000 one 
wonders how many problems 
can be solved by the planners. 
Consultant fees are generally 
enormous and the fee to Wil­ 
liams and Mocine led some to 
wonder whether the council is 
wise in putting all its eggs in 
the consultant’s basket. 
If the planners merely spend j 
s e v e r a l weeks at City Hall 
gathering information, go back 
to their o f f i c e s and write 
professionally worded chapters 
accompanied by colorful maps 
and graphs, the council w ill: 
have a difficult time passing off 
the report as new and vital. 
ONE THING is certain, be­ 
fore the council can swing en­ 
ough “yes” votes on the sewer 
expansion plan, it will have to 
prove that it can control the 
growth that sewer expansion 
will promote. 
The theory of growth at any 
cost is dead in Petaluma. Resi­ 
dents would by far rather see a 
stop to uncontrolled growth and 
certainly will not pay higher 
taxes to prolong it.

For example, the 
other day it was revealed that a 
rusty piece of oil pipe Sec. of 
Defense Melvin Laird showed 
to newspapermen and implied 
had been captured during the 
Laos offensive turned out to be 
over a year old and had nothing 
to do with the recent Laos in­ 
cursion. 
Secretary Laird was trying to 
use the pipe to prove the South 
Vietnamese were making great 
headway and had managed to 
cut the North Vietnamese oil 
supplies in Laos.

Mr. Laird says, “ Gentlemen, 
I am happy to report that the 
South 
Vietnamese 
have just 
captured a large cache of wea­ 
pons in Laos.” He holds up a 
rifle. 
“ Is that one of the rifles cap­ 
tured, Mr. Secretary?” a re­ 
porter asks. 
Mr. Laird smiles and says, 
“ Pardon me. I didn't under­ 
stand the question.” 
“I said, is that rifle one of the 
weapons captured in Laos?” 
‘ ‘ W e l l , yes and no,” Mr. 
Laird replies. “This rifle ac­ 
tually was found after Custer’s 
last stand at Little Big Hone.

LAIRD picks up a frozen 
chicken. “The ARVN found 12,-

on Route 9.” 
“Is that a Laotian chicken?”

“Is that a c h i c k e n from 
Laos?” 
Mr. Laird confers with a ge­ 
neral and then smiles and says, 
“No, this chicken comes from 
Belleau Woods. It was captured 
at the end of World War I. But 
we wanted to give you some 
idea of the success of the ARVN 
mission. Are there any ques­ 
tions?” 
“WHAT ARE THOSE ration 
cans over there, sir?” 
“Oh, yes, we captured five 
tons of those two days ago in 
Cambodia.” 
“But there is German print­ 
ing on the labels.” 
Laird confers with the gener­ 
als. Then he smiles and says: 


“ I e r r e d . These cans come 
from the Battle of the Bulge in 
World War II. But we wanted to 
give you some idea how sneaky 
the enemy really can be. 
“ Mr. Secretary, where did 
the sandbags come from ?” 
“These are the types of sand-: 
bags 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
have placed around their anti­ 
aircraft guns.” 
“DID YOU FLY the sand­ 
bags all the way back to Wash- 
ington?” 
He confers with the general 
again. 
“No, not exactly. These sand­ 
bags were captured at the Bat­ 
tle of I wo Jima. We thought you 
might be interested to note how 
far behind the enemy was in 
sandbag design. Are there any 
questions?” 
“ Is that everything that was 
captured?” 
Mr. Laird smiles. “ Except 
for one small surprise.” He 
presses a buzzer. The large 
doors of the briefing room open 
and a Chinese tank rumbles 
into the room. 
“ What do you think of that, 
gentlemen?” 
“Where did you get it?” 
“ We captured it at Inchon 
during the Korean war. Let this 
be an answer tothose who say 
Vietnamization isn’t working.”

Razor Blade Company Defends 


Its Newspaper Sample As Safe

defended 
itself 
Monday 
against complaints that a news­ 
paper advertisement insert con­ 
taining a sample razor blade 
was possibly dangerous, espe­ 
cially to children. 
The company, a division of 
Philip Morris Inc., said it re­ 
cently had conducted a test 
with one of the nation’s largest 
newspapers in which specially 
packaged 
(Personna) 
blades 
were delivered with the Sunday 
edition. (In Marin, blades were 
included in home deliveries of 
Sunday’s San Francisco Chroni- 
cle-Examiner.) 
“There were no reported ac­ 
cidents 
or 
complaints,” 
the 
statem ent said. “Therefore it 
was decided to extend the same 
method of introducing a new 
product to other m arkets.” 
A number of complaints were 


reported around the country 
Monday from person worried 
about children hurting them­ 
selves on the blades, which 
were pasted to the newspaper 
advertisement insert in a white 
plastic package. 


I n s i d e the outer bag, the 
blade was wrapped in two more 
protective coverings — waxed 


paper and a sealed paper envel­ 
ope. 
On the outside the package 
were printed the words “con­ 
tains razor blade” and “keep 
away from children”. It also 
carried the instructions: “Do 
not 
tear. 
Cut 
with scissors 
along dotted line.” 
The ad was estimated by the 


company to have been carried 
in about 10 cities with a com­ 
bined circulation of four mil­ 
lion. 
In 
California, 
the 
Orange 
County Health department is­ 
sued a w a r n i n g to parents 
about the ad. No injuries were 
reported, however. 
The Los A n g e l e s Times, 
which carried the ad Sunday, 


also reported that it, along with 
several radio and television sta­ 
tions and several police depart­ 
ments, 
had 
r e c e i v e d 
complaints. 


Some advertising directors of 
papers involved said they had 
tried “every way possible” to 
rip open the package containing 
the blade but were unable to do 
so.

SMOOTH SAILING 
Problem O f Drugs To Deputy Attorney General Marin

(U PI)—Girl 
Scouts and drug abuse sound 
mutually exclusive but they are 
lot—the Scouts are alert to the 
Irug problem and even the 
possibility of it reaching out to 
their girls. 
The role they have chosen for 
themselves in combatting drug 
abuse is prevention 
through 
education, 
starting 
at 
the 
youngest age levels. 
Interestingly 
enough, 
the 
impetus 
for 
the 
anti-drug 
programs conducted by Coun­ 
cils in areas throughout the 
country comes from the girls 
themselves, not from adults. 
Take the words of the writer 
of a background report when a 
Senior 
Girl 
Scout 
troop 
in 
Knoxville, Tenn., wanted a $500 
grant to help furnish the living 
l oom of an Awareness House in 
Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., 
a 
grant 
which they eventually received. 
She was explaining how the 
troop became 
involved 
with 
Awareness 
House, 
a 
youth 
center with a commitment to 
preventing and eliminating drug 
abuse. 
In relating the history, she 
.vrote: 
"F inally in Novem- 
)er. 1969, we held our first 
Speak-with’—an encounter ses­ 
sion of sorts with a panel of 
adults from the school, clergy 
'.Ty1 
par“nts 
with 
an 
equal 
number of Senior Scouts. Our 
thing- for the ev’ening was to 
convince our parents to take us 
seriously . . . please recognize 
the drug problem) and give us 
some help?" 
Eventually, help was forth­ 
coming as the girls convinced 
adults of their need. 
What really has happened in 
the Scouts is that it is the girls 
themselves who keep it contem-

porary, 
albeit 
with 
adult 
guidance. 
When you and I were young, 
Maggie, 
Girl 
Scouts 
earned 
badges in first aid or camping 
skills, very nice but hardly in 
tune with the ’70s. Nowadays, 
according to a spokesman for 
the Girl Scouts of the U.S.A., 
girls may earn badges in any- 
t h i n g they wish, if they can 
p r o v i d e a good case for its 
need. 
The girls are encouraged to 
initiate their own projects, for 
which 
they 
must 
receive 
approval — usually granted — 
from national headquarters. 
Mrs. Douglas H. MacNeil, 
president of the Girl Scouts of 
the U.S.A. said in the February 
issue of the Girl Scout leader 
that “Girl Scouting and similar 
organizations 
have 
the 
all- 
important 
preventive 
rather 
than rehabilitative role. They 
are in a strategic position to 
provide the wholesome alterna­ 
tive to drugs and to build key 
peer-group 
pressures 
against 
drug use, which are so urgently 
needed.” 
What the Scouts are doing 
includes establishing a working 
relationship with W ashington- 
based 
national 
organizations 
which distribute drug abuse 
literature; 
disseminating 
the 
best 
inform ation 
available 
through 
various 
Girl 
Scout 
publications; 
holding 
senior 
conferences across the country- 
on the drug problem. 
The Girl Scout Council in

working with 
Blackman’s Development Cen­ 
ter, an inner-city black organi­ 
zation devoted to f i g h t i n g 
drugs, and its o f f s h o o t , 
B .

Joyce Ferris Nedde is a sur­ 
prisingly gentle and softspoken 
young woman -- not to mention 
her model-like appearance — to 
be a California deputy attorney 
general who practices criminal 
¡aw. 
Most of her work is in state 
and federal courts, but she is 
qualified to argue cases before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Tall and slender, the blue­ 
eyed Titian blonde lives in Mill 
Valley with her husband, Dr. 
Norman Robert Nedde, chief 
resident in orthopedic surgery 
for the combined program of 
six hospitals in San Francisco. 
He is in his last year of residen­ 
cy at St. Marv’s Hospital. 
PRESENT FOR a few min­ 
utes — until he was called on 
an emergency — during an in­ 
terview' at the couple’s apart­ 
ment in the Shelter Bay area of 
Mill Valley, he confirmed his 
full approval of and interest in 
his wife’s career. 
This proved to be only one 
e x a m p l e of what has been 
amazingly smooth sailing — 
apart from very hard w'ork — 
for Joyce since she first decid­ 
ed to become an attorney. 
Confidence that a w'oman can 
handle both a career and m ar­ 
riage was never a problem, for 
her mother is a physician who 
has maintained a general prac­ 
tice in Cincinnati, Ohio, for the 
past 25 years while rearing a 
family of three boys and three 
girls. Joyce is the oldest child. 
“I was originally a pre-med 
student,” she says, “ I guess 
because I admired my mother’s 
work, but I decided science was 
not my field, and I switched 
over in the middle of college 
and was graduated from North­ 
western University with a B.A. 


JOYCE FERRIS NEDDE is a C alifornia deputy a tto r­ 
ney general who p ractices crim in al law . In her 
a p a rtm e n t in the S helter B ay a re a of Mill V alley she 
outlines som e of the points she plans to cover in a 
brief she is p rep arin g for a case she will handle. 
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in psychology and sociology. 
"Though I had known only 
one a t t o r n e y in my life, I 


thought I would like law and 
applied for admission to Har­ 
vard. I had no trouble getting 
into the law school. I had had 
good g r a d e s but was not an 
outstanding scholar. 
".AFTER A year at Harvard I 
transferred to the University of 
Louisville School of Law in 
Louisville, Kv.” Joyce received 
her doctor of jurisprudence de­ 
gree there in 1961. 
She and her husband had met 
at Northwestern. 
“ Bob — that’s what I call 
him rather than Norman — was 
head of the science department 
and taught chemistry in high 
school in Louisville, but we 
waited to get m arried until aft­ 
er I had received my law de­ 
gree and had p a s s e d the 
Kentucky bar examination. He 
fully accepted my going on into 
a career, but he bought me a 
cookbook first,” she laughed. 


My first job was as attorney 
for the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
in Louisville. The next year we 
moved to Lexington, where Bob 
entered the University of Ken­ 
tucky School of Medicine, and I 
worked as attorney for the Ken­ 
tucky 
Department 
of 
High­ 
ways.” 
Joyce’s first big job was that 
of assistant attorney general of 
Kentucky, the first woman ever 
to be appointed to that position, 
where she was chief counsel of 
the departments of education 
and mental health. 
“I HAD NO trouble getting 
the job,” she recalls. “ I didn’t 
even know there was an open­ 
ing and just walked in and ap- 
p l i e d . The job was very 
interesting. I worked on school 
desegration with school boards 
and had fewer problems than I 
had expected.” 
Joyce held this position two 
years, until her husband was 
graduated and he took an in­ 
ternship at San Francisco Ge­ 
neral Hospital in 1966. 
Again she had no trouble get­ 
ting a good job — just walked 
in the office of the California 
Attorney General in San Fran­ 
cisco and was hired the next 
day for her present job as a 
deputy attorney general. 
Quite unusual is the fact that 
she 
practices 
criminal 
law, 
since not many women are in 
that field. It was not due to any 
special interest on her part, she 
explains, but simply the need of 
a deputy in that field at the 
time she applied. 
She has handled all kinds of 
cases — including murders, as­ 
saults, rapes, kidnappings and 
drug convictions — and has 
argued cases in state and feder­ 
al courts. But she says most of 
the time her work involves 
written presentations in connec­ 
tion with appeals following con­ 
victions. 
“ I have never argued cases 
before the U.S. S u p r e m e 
Court,” she says, “but have 
handled some not requiring a 
personal appearance in Wash­ 
ington.” 


A MEMBER of the state bars 
of California and Kentucky, the 
San Francisco Bar Association 
and the B arristers Club, the 33- 
year-old attorney is also a lead­ 
er among women in her profes­ 
sion, for she was r e c e n t l y 
elected president of the Queen’s 
Bench, a group of more than 
250 women attorneys in North­ 
ern California. She has been 
listed in “Who’s Who of Ameri­ 
can Women” for several years. 
As for the women’s liberation 


Women 
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movement, she says, “the main 
thing women’s lib is about is 
equal opportunities, and I think 
women should be free to choose 
any career they are qualified 
for. 
“The legal battle for equal 
rights is progressing very well. 
Perhaps now it is a matter of 
re-educating people and w'omen 
changing their own concepts of 
themselves. So many feel the 
only proper place for them is 
as wives and mothers and that 
they can’t or shouldn’t do an- 
thing else. 
“Then they pass this feeling 
on to their daughters with the 
result that they limit their aspi­ 
rations, and the daughters don’t 
try to get the necessary educa­ 


tion for other careers. Or they 
may feel guilty if they do try to 
prepare for careers.” . 
Joyce Nedde’s advice to girls 
who would like to become attor­ 
neys is simply to get the neces­ 
sary education and degrees, 
stressing a good foundation in 
English. She says she has found 
her own background in psychol­ 
ogy and sociology very useful, 
but that no particular interest 
or field of knowledge is neces­ 
sary because there are so many 
different aspects of law. 
"THERE IS a place for al­ 
most anyone interested in legal 
problems,” she emphasizes. 
The Neddes have no children. 
"We haven’t faced the prob-

Tooth Decay 


Tooth decay may be the most 
common chronic disease in the 
world. Dental experts estimate 
that there are now about 800 
million untreated cavities in 
America’s 200 million mouths. 
Almost everyone in every civil­ 
ized country has had one or 
more decayed teeth. Even with 
the high prevalence of decay, 
both the exact cause and the 
cure for it are unknown. 
Researchers 
have 
almost 
unaimously concluded that peo­ 
ple don’t get dental caries un­ 
less three c o n d i t i o n s are 
present in the mouth: 1) certain 
bacteria; 2) fermentable car­ 
bohydrates; and 3) susceptible 
tooth survaces. 
TOOTH DECAY, according to 
the National Institute of Dental 
Health, 
is preventable. 
Like 
many public health problems, 
the cure will d e p e n d on the 
amount of money available for 
research and education. 
Dental caries are more prev­ 
alent at the sea coasts and in 
temperate regions than in the

tropics. Genetics andnutritional 
or emotional disturbances have 
been found to contribute to 
tooth decay. 
A summary of current dental 
caries research, issued by Su­ 
gar Information Inc., promises 
that new weapons against de­ 
cay are being pursued. 
The most successful widely 
used means for building tooth 
resistance has been found to be 
flouridation 
of public 
water 
supplies. It has reduced the ca­ 
ries rate, according to reports, 
by 50 to 60 per cent where it is 
used. 
Scientists are testing methods 
such as special mouthwashes 
and enzymes, for breaking up 
the 
sticky, 
transparent film 
called plaque that forms on 
teeth and furnishes a breeding 
ground for mouth bacteria. The 
traditional attack on plaque has 
been regular use of the tooth­ 
brush.

When you first meet Betsy 
Chapman, Marin folk singer, 
something comes across even 
before she speaks. 
Dressed 
in 
pink-and-white- 
striped bell bottoms, white pul­ 
lover sweater, brown shoes, her 
shoulder-length hair tied back 
with pink yarn, Mrs. Chapman 
stood, smiling, before a Sir 
Francis

with her family life. “ I have no 
manager, I have no agent.

Mrs. Chapman, who lives in 
San Anselmo, was reluctant to 
compare the Drake High of to­ 
day with the school when she 
attended, but did make this ob­ 
servation about education: 
‘ ‘ I ’ m sure you have much 
more going for you than we did.

Army Call

WASHINGTON - Rep. Don 
H. Clausen, R-First District, 
has called for passage of legis­ 
lation to create an all-volunteer 
Army. 
Clausen, who has coauthored 
bills in the past two sessions of 
Congress to create an all-volun­ 
teer A r m y , told the House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 
that it would be “ not only work­ 
able, but fair and just as well.” 


W ith 
proper incentives, he 
said, the services could attract 
and retain volunteers while eli­ 
minating the draft and permit­ 
ting young persons to pursue 
their educations and careers 
without interruption. 
“ There just is no way to re­ 
form the draft or completely 
remove its many inequities,” 
Clausen 
testified. 
“ Military 
conscription, in the final ana­ 
lysis, is exactly what the name 
implies — inducing a young 
man to s e r v e in the armed 
forces and, in many instances, 
against his will.” 
Clausen suggested that the 
base recruit salary’, now about 
$2,750 a year with benefits, be 
“ very close” to the $6,000 a 
year now paid the average un­ 
skilled blue collar worker. 
Savings in reduced training 
costs and in the present high 
turnover would at least offset 
the higher cost of increased sa­ 
laries. Clausen said.

Americans Freed 
By Turk Captors 


ANKARA, 
Turkey 
(U P I)— 
Antigovemment Turkish guer­ 
rillas freed four kidnaped U.S. 
airmen Monday night, leaving 
them in an unguarded apart­ 
ment 700 yards from the U.S. 
Embassy. The GIs walked to 
freedom through a door their 
captors left open. 
The Americans said they had 
been well-treated and adequate­ 
ly fed on cheese, bread and 
olives in five days of captivity 
at the hands of guerrillas who 
called themselves the Turkish 
Liberation Army. 
They threatened to kill the 
Americans unless the Turkish 
government paid $400,000 ran­ 
som. 
“ We did not pay a single 
cent,” said a Turkish govern­ 
ment spokesman. 
S.Sgt. Jimmie J. Sexton of 
San Angelo, Tex., and Airmen 
l.C. James Gholson of Alexan­ 
dria, Va., U rry S. Heavner of 
Denver, 
Colo, 
and 
Richard 
Caraszi of Stamford, Conn., 
were seized Thursday as they 
left a radar station outside 
Ankara. 
Gholson said the guerrillas 


left the apartment about 11:30 
p.m. Monday night without a 
word. 
“ We waited until we were 
sure we were alone,” said 
Gholson. “ Then we went out the 
door and down the stairs to the 
street and grabbed the first cab 
that came by.” 
Sexton appeared at a news 
conference at the American 
Embassy with his arms around 
his wife, who is eight months 
pregnant. 
“ Every time we would lose 
our appetite because of some 
bad news or something, they 
(their kidnapers) would ask us 
if we wanted something to eat 
or drink. They kept emphasiz­ 
ing to us they would not hurt 
us,” said Gholson. “ They w’ere 
great.” 
But 
he 
said 
the 
Americans 
were 
nervous, 
“ knowing our lives were on the 
line.” 
“ They said they wanted to 
liberate Turkey,” he said of 
their captors. 
An official attributed the kid­ 
naping to “ a small group of 
professional urban guerrillas" 
organized outside Turkey. 


Radioman Testifies He 
Heard No 'Waste'Message 


FT. BENNING, Ga. fU PI)-A 
radio operator who was with 
Capt. 
Ernest L. 
Medina’s 
headquarters at My Lai testi­ 
fied today he never heard 
Medina message Lt. William L. 
Calley Jr. to “ "waste” Vietna­ 
mese civilains. 
Roger 
D. Murray, 30, oi 
Waukegan, 111., was called by 
the government as it wound up 
its rebuttal case against Calley 
and prepared to rest in its 
attempt to convict him of the 
premeditated murder of 102 
civilians during an American 
infantry sweep of the hamlet. 
Calley, 27, who led a platoon 
in Medina's company on that 
March 16, 1968, sweep, has 
testified in his own defense that 
Medina twice erdered him in 
the field to shoot civilians who 
Calley said were impeding the 
desired fast advance of his 
platoon. 
Medina is scheduled to testify 
here later. 
Murray 
recalled 
that 
he 
carried the radio-telephone set 
that connected 
Medina, 
the 
company commander, to Task 
Force 
Barker 
headquarters. 
The task force was in command 
of the mission. 
Murray said on cross-examin­ 
ation that his radio was not the 
one used to communicate with 
Calley at platoon headquarters 
and he would not have been 
directly involved in messages to 
Callev. But he said he stayed 


with Medina's command post 
all during the assault. 
Murray said that he attended 
a briefing by Medina to his 
company the day before the 
operation and heard no instruc­ 
tions to kill women and children 
or 
to 
refrain 
from 
taking 
prisoners. Calley has testified 
that in answer to a question at 
the briefing, Medina said he 
meant women and children to 
be 
included 
in 
his 
“kill 
everything” orders. 
Murray 
was 
the 
eighth 
rebuttal witness for the govern­ 
ment to testify he heard no 
Medina order to kill women and 
children. 
Murray’s testimony followed 
that of Roger A. Alaux of 
Tempe, Ariz., who told the 
court that not long before the 
My Lai mission he went with 
Calley and the platoon Calley 
commanded on a mission to 
another village. He said one of 
two prisoners that Calley took 
and interrogated there was put 
in a well and shot.

A Bleak Redevelopment Outlook 


By PAT ANGLE 
Fur the past 15 y e a r s the 
Marin County Redevelopment 
Agency has had the responsibil- 
it> tor developing Marin City 
into a complete suburban com­ 
munity. 


But the shopping facilities, 
schools, businesses, recreation­ 
al centers and private housing 
which the age n c y hoped to 
bring to the Southern Marin 
community have not material­ 
ized. For the past several years 
growth and development have 
bypassed Marin City. 


Now, time may be running 
out for the redevelopment agen­ 
cy. According to its executive 
director, Wallace K. Shepherd, 
the agency currently has only 
$50,000 left in its coffers — en­ 
ough to pay its administrative 
expenses ior another lfc months. 
And the situation is further 
•complicated by the fact the 
agency has been operating ille­ 
gally for two years, according 
to Shepherd, because his prede­ 
cessor, Donald 0. Stutsuran, 
did not seek anextension from 
the federal government when 
development of Marin City re­ 
mained incomplete by a 1969 
deadline. 
“ Even though it's a bleak pic­ 


ture, it’s not a hopeless one," 
said Shepherd, who became 
head of the a g e n c y and the 
Marin County Housing Authori­ 
ty in December 
“ What we have to do is make 
this a g e n c y — which hasn't 
moved in years — move for­ 
ward to serve not only Marin 
City, but the entire county,” he 
said. 
Shepherd is aware that if the 
agency is to survive, a solid 
program of development must 
begin in Marin City. If the re­ 
development group folds, She­ 
pherd said the government will 
come in, take over the project 
and develop it as it wishes. 
“ That would mean absolutely 
no local control on what kind of 
community we have here," he 
said 
The task facing Shepherd and 
the redevelopment agency is a 
formidable one. More than half 
the community's 300 acres of 
land — about $900,000 worth — 
has yet to be sold and devel­ 
oped. 
A $1,556,297 loan from the 
federal government in 1958 to 
pay 
for 
streets, 
sidewalks, 
lighting and sewers needed to 
ready the land for development 
has not been paid off. And in­ 
terest on the loan continues to 


pile up at the rate of $79,000 a 
year. 
When the government grant­ 
ed the loan, four local agencies 
— the housing authority, the 
county of Marin, the Tamalpais 
High School District and the 
Sausalito School 
District — 
agreed to develop facilities in 
Marin City as the $778,000 local 
share required to obtain the 
federal money. 
The county promised to build 
a police and fire s t a t i o n in 
Marin City as its contribution. 
The Tamalpais High School 
District agreed to build a high 
school and the Sausalito School 
District promised to build an 
elementary school in the com­ 
munity. To date, none of the 
facilities has been constructed, 
although a new fire station has 
been approved. 
Marin City’s history is a his­ 
tory of b r o k e n promises, 
Shepherd said. 
At the moment, the executive 
director’s most important task 
is to ask the government for a 
five-year extension on the loan 
and an additional $900,000 to 
allow the agency to operate and 
pay interest on the existing loan 
for that period. 
Shepherd said obtaining fed­ 
eral f unds will not be easy.

Finding the right developer 
may be the key to the entire 
problem. The lack of a develo­ 
per who could make real pro­ 
gress in developing Marin City 
has hampered agency efforts in 
the past. For seven years the 
California 
Development 
Co. 
was the community’s official 
developer, but the firm — after 
obtaining six agency extensions 
— left Marin City much as it 
found it — undeveloped. 
At present, the Marin Urban 
Development 
Association 
MUDA, a group of Marin City 
residents, is seeking to become 
the community's official develo­ 
per. The association already 
has obtained tentative approval 
from the housing authority and 
redevelopment agency boards, 
but Shepherd said no contracts 
will be signed until the associa­ 
tion is approved by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development. 
The Marin City-based group 
is asking the redevelopment 
agency for a one-year contract 
to give it time to prepare com­ 
plete development plans and 
studies showing its proposals 
are practical and economically 
sound. 
Although Shepherd said he 
was not opposed to having the 
association as the community’s 
developer, he would like to see 
any 
prospective 
developer 
come up with precise plans and 
financial studies before a con­ 
tract is granted. 
“ If at the end of a y e a r , 
MUDA does not come through 
— for any reason — the agency 
will have spent another $108,000 
tfor administration and interest 
costs) and accomplished no­ 
thing,” he explained. "We can­ 
not afford that.” 
Recently, several private de­ 
velopers have expressed inter­ 
est in coming into Marin City, 
according to the executive di- 
r e c t o r . Three of them — 
O’Donoghue Investment Co. of 
Marin, the Housing Corporation 
of Hawaii and Kaiser Aetna — 
will present proposals to the 
redevelopment agency board at 
8 p.m. today in the Manzanita 
Center.

O’Donoghue group, which built 
the Tiburon Hills Housing Pro­ 
ject in Tiburon and the San 
Marin development in Novato, 
is interested in purchasing all 
the remaining land in Marin 
City and completing community 
development.

cost plastic housing in Marin 
City and a factory to manufac­ 
ture that housing. And Kaiser 
Aetna is proposing construction 
of 110 u n i t s of multi-family 
housing, to be built privately, 
without federal subsidy. 


“ I have been told over and 
over that no private developer 
would be interested in coming 
into Marin City,” 
Shepherd 
said. "But I am finding out this 
is not true.” 
Whatever group is chosen, it 
will have to work closely with 
the redevelopment agency in 
convincing the federal govern­ 
ment that the additional $900,- 
000 sought will be well spent 
and result in real development 
in M a r i n City. "We have to 
prove to them we can do it this 
time,” Shepherd said. “ This 
is our last chance.”

Another Stabbing 
Ordinance 


Vote Urged 


The Mill Valley Youth Com­ 
mission, one of two city bodies 
that opposed an anticommune 
ordinance adopted last week by 
the city council, will mount a 
campaign to put the controver­ 
sial law to a vote of the people. 


Commissioners voted 6-5 to 
circulate petitions calling for a 
referendum election on the or­ 
dinance, which defines a family 
as no more than five unrelated 
persons. Other sections of the 
Mill Valley zoning ordinance 
prohibit any but a single family 
from inhabiting a residence in 
a single family zone. 
Both the youth and planning 
commissioners asked the coun­ 
cil not to enact the measure, 
but councilmen did so March 1 
by a 4-1 vote. It becomes effec­ 
tive March 30. 
Youth commissioners set a 
special meeting for tomorrow 
at 7:45 p.m. at the public li­ 
brary to discuss the petitions 
and hear an opinion from City 
Atty. Leland H. Jordan on legal 
requirements for the referen­ 
dum. 
Jordan said the youth com- 
mi s s i o n has 30 days from 
March 1 to file with the Marin 
County Elections Office a peti­ 
tion bearing the signatures of at 
least 592 registered voters, 10 
per cent of Mill Valley's total. 
If the signatures are valid, 
Jordan said, the council has 
two options: It may repeal the 
ordinance outright or call a re­ 
ferendum election, which must 
be held between 60 and 75 days 
later.

One San Quentin inmate was 
stabbed in the back yesterday 
and two more suffered cut 
wounds today in the latest out­ 
breaks of violence at the prison. 
Meanwhile, it was disclosed 
that the weapon apparently 
used to attack a death row in­ 
mate on Sunday was found in 
the cell of the man described as 
"San Quentin's most dangerous 
inmate,” Leo Estrada Robles. 
Injured yesterday was Wayne 
De n n i s Early, 24. who was 
stabbed in the back three times 
at about 4 p.m. in the east cell 
block, according to James W. 
L. Park, associate warden. 
Park said that Early was in 
good condition today and that 
prison officials had isolated a 
man suspected of being respon­ 
sible for the stabbing. He did 
not identify the suspect. 
Today about 7:40 a.m. two 
convicts who apparently got 
into a fight while returning 
from breakfast were treated for 
cuts, he said. Frank D. Tubach, 
28, had a three-inch cut on his 
back and Douglas R. Spencer, 
26, was treated for cuts on his 
shoulders. 
No weapon was found. Park 
said. Both men had told officers 
they were injured. 
Meanwhile, 
yesterday 
in 
Marin Superior Court, Deputy 
Dist. Atty. Jerry R. Herman 
said that a seven-inch bed 
spring honed down to a sharp 
point and attached to a broom 
handle had been found in Ro­ 
bles' cell. 
The weapon was believed to 
be the one used in an attack on 
death row inmate Million L. 
McShane, 29, who suffered a 
puncture wound in his chest but 
would not say who had assault­ 
ed him. 
Robles, on trial for his life in 
superior court, also reportedly 
tried to stab a guard with a 
homemade weapon on Thurs­ 
day. 
Robles has been called the 


meanest man in San Quentin 
after being convicted of two 
murders and repeatedly having 
prison-made 
weapons 
taken 
from him. 
He is currently being retried 
on the penalty phase of a mur­ 
der case dating from 1967. The 
jury is expected to start delibe­ 
rations tomorrow on whether he 
is to get life imprisonment or 
death for the murder of a fellow 
patient in the San Quentin psy­ 
chiatric ward. 
He had earlier been sent­ 
enced to death but the sentence 
was reversed by the California 
Supreme Court which ruled that 
the late Judge Harold J. Haley 
should not have allowed Robles 
to act as his own attorney. 
During his current trial he 
has threatened to kill his attor­ 
ney, Deputy Public Defender 
Edward Briggs, as well as nu­ 
merous other people.

Ordinance Wanted 
On Larger Animals 


There’s 
something 
wrong 
with a city ordinance that res­ 
tricts the number of cats, dogs 
and chickens in a residential 
area but says nothing of horses, 
cows and donkeys, the San An­ 
selmo Planning Commission de­ 
cided last night. 
Grabbing the mouse by the 
ears, 
commissioners 
directed 
Charles R. Leitzell, city engi­ 
neer and planning director, to 
.draft an amendment controlling 
larger animals. 
Leitzell said today the matter 
grew out of discussions last 
night as the commission re­ 
viewed the city’s zoning ordi­ 
nance. 
“We have situations where 
the larger animals are almost a 
public nuisance,” he said, add­ 
ing flies drawn by animals 
have limited the summertime 
use of some residents’ patios. 
Explaining there are strict 
restrictions on the keeping of 
chickens, geese and other fowl, 
and limits to the number of cats 
and dogs in residential areas, 


Leitzell said the commission 
became disturbed by the lack of 
regulations for larger beasts — 
mainly horses. 
“No more than six cats over 
the age of eight months may be 
kept without 
a 
permit,” he 
quoted the ordinance as stating 
and ‘ ‘ f o w l must be kept in 
cages.” But there is no regula­ 
tion on the size or condition of 
lots for the large animals, he 
added. 
The question of raising horses 
in residential areas is not new 
to San Anselmo. 
“About a year or two ago I 
brought it up,” he said. At that 
time overgrazing of an area 
caused silt washed down by 
rain to plug city storm drains.” 
drains.” 
He said horse owners protest­ 
ed any restrictions and per­ 
suaded the city council to allow 
them to draft an ordinance con­ 
trolling animals. 
Leitzell said he still hasn’t 
seen the horse lovers’ ordi­ 
nance. 


Army Provost Accuses 
CID Of Hushing PX File 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -O n e 
of the Army’s top policemen 
testified 
today 
that 
military 
brass in Washington hushed up 
reports of questionable activi­ 
ties of former Brig. Gen. Earl 
F. Cole, who has been accused 
of undercover dealings involv­ 
ing military service clubs and 
post exchanges (PXs) in Viet­ 
nam. 
Brig. Gen. Harley L. Moore, 
the Army’s provost marshal in 
Europe, told the Senate Investi­ 
gations Subcommittee that the 
Criminal 
Investigations 
Divi­ 
sion 
(CID) 
approved 
in 
Fe­ 
bruary, 
1970, an “abysmally 
negligent” report on Cole. 
Communications from Wash­ 
ington, Moore said, “led us to 
the inescapable conclusion that 
we weren’t going to get certain 
major matters from the CID.” 
The subcommittee has been 
conducting hearings 
into 
al­ 
leged corruption in the war 
zone for three weeks. Cole was 
in charge of clubs and PXs in 
Vietnam from 1966 to 1968. 
Summoned 
unexpectedly 
from the audience, Col. Henry 
H. Tufts, the CID commander, 
acknowledged that his agency 
had a full report on Cole while 
he was in Vietnam before Cole 
was moved to Europe as head 
of the PX system in that area 
two years ago. 
Tufts testified Cole’s file at 
the time of the transfer to Eu­ 
rope showed “no im propriety... 
and no criminality alleged or 
implied.” 
Tufts 
declined 
to 
discuss 
Cole’s assignment to Europe 
because he said “it is a sensi­ 
tive matter that gets into the 
judgment factor” of Gen. Wil­ 
liam 
C. 
Westmoreland, 
now 
Army chief of staff, who was 
U.S. commander in Vietnam at 
the time Cole was there. 
Moore said Cole was busted 
last summer because he went

Dupuytrens Contracture Causes 
Hands To Close Up Like A Clow 


Dupuytren’s contracture is a common prob­ 
lem of the hands that affects approximately 5 
per cent of the population. Men in their 
middle and late years of life are usually 
afflicted. The condition involves the tough 
sheath of tissue (palmar fascia) that rein­ 
forces and strengthens the heavy skin in the 


i o I I o w of the hand. Fascial tissue extends 
over the entire palm and into the base of the 
fingers as far as the second joint. 
FOR 
SOME: 
REASON, 
the 
padding 


slowly degenerates and thick­ 
ens. Dupuytren’s usually begins 
with a lump 'the size of a millet 
seed) that forms and continues 
to grow until it reaches the size 
of a pea. The swelling adheres 
firmly to the underside of the 
skin which eventually becomes 
hardened 
and 
puckered. 
In 
time, the thickened area ex­ 
tends, forming bands or cords 
that spread into all parts of the 
palm like the roots of a tree. 
Ultimately the scar tissue ex­ 
tends 
over 
the 
metacarpal 
bones and into the base of the 
fingers. Contractures soon pull 
on the small and fourth fingers 
which curl inwards until the 
tips almost rest on the palm. At 
this stage, the condition be­ 
comes disabling and unsightly. 
The involved area often is ten­ 
der to the touch and occasional- 
]y the hands ache. 
THE CAUSE OF Dupuytren’s 
contracture is not known, al­ 
though heredity may play a 
role. A sufficient number of the 
victims are heavy drinkers and 
diabetics suggesting that the 
contracture is a manifestation 
of a 
chronic nerve disorder 
• neuropathy). But the majority 
of sufferers are otherwise heal­ 
thy. 
Injury is frequently blamed 
because the initial manifesta­ 
tions are mistaken for thick­ 
ened. callouslike nodules. The 
objection to this theory is that 
many sufferers are professional 
people, 
not manual laborers. 
Using the hands may aggravate 
the tenderness. 
S u r g e r v is the only cure. 
Many 
surgeons 
recommend 
early removal of the thickened 
palmar tissue because the re­ 
sults are better. Others suggest 
waiting until pain or contrac­ 
tures of the fingers are causing 
severe disability.

William D. Wooldridge, 
formerly the Army’s top ranked 
enlisted man, and four other 
men pleaded innocent Monday 
to conspiring to defraud non­ 
commissioned officers’ clubs in 
Vietnam. 
U. S. District Court Judge 
Warren J. Ferguson did not set 
a trial date but he did give the 
defense and the government 
until July 13 to present and 
answer pretrial motions. 
The others entering innocent 
pleas were M. Sgt. William 
Higdon, 
Sgt. 
1. 
C. 
William 
Bagby, and two retired Army 
noncommissioned officers, Nar­ 
vaez Hatcher and Theodore 
Bass. 
Assistant 
U. 
S. 
Attorney 
Donald Fareed said another 
retired sergeant, Seymour La­ 
zar, was a fugitive in Stuttgart, 
West Germany. He also said 
two civilian defendants, Clifford 
Terhune and his wife, Irene, 
were fugitives in England and 
have refused to return here. 
All were charged with con­ 
spiring from 1965 to 1969 to 
defraud 
the 
government 
through bribes and kickbacks 
and falsification of records. 
They also were accused of 
overpayment of supplies bought 
from Marmed Inc., of Fuller­ 
ton, 
Calif. 
That 
firm 
was 
indicted but was not represent­ 
ed in court because of the 
fugitive status of its president, 
Lazar. 
W’ooldridge, now stationed at 
White Sands Missile Range, N. 
M., appeared before the Senate 
permanent investigations sub­ 
committee in 1969. He invoked 
the Fifth Amendment 105 times 
in refusing to answer questions 
about Army clubs. 
The Army did not prosecute 
him 
on 
grounds 
it 
lacked 
sufficient evidence to sustain 
convictions but he and the

were

Next Hot Spell: 
The Year 2000 
EAST 
LANSING, 
Mich. 
(U PI)--A nyone hoping for a 
warming in the general climate 
might just have to be patient 
until the year 2000. 
According to Michigan State 
University 
geology 
professor 
Maynard A. Miller, the world is 
experiencing a cold spell that 
should last for some 30 years. 
Miller, head of MSU’s Glasci- 
ological and Arctic Environ­ 
ment Institute, says a historical 
study of the world’s climate 
shows 90-year cycles of cold-hot 
weather followed by warm-dry 
weather. 
The world is back into a 45- 
year cycle where the general 
climate is becoming colder and 
wetter, Miller says. A progres­ 
sively warmer, drier 
period 
peaked around 1958.

Library's 
New Pion 


The San Rafael L i b r a r y 
Board last night reviewed a 
$711,000 expansion plan for the 
city library which will be pre­ 
sented next week to the city 
council. 
The plan, by the Consulting 
Organization of San Francisco, 
would expand the library from 
its present 10,800 square feet to 
23,770 square feet. It would in­ 
clude demolition of the original 
Carnegie Library structure — 
the portion fronting Fifth Aven­ 
ue — to make possible better 
use of space by replacing its 
high-ceilinged room with one 
extending nearer to the avenue, 
designed so another story could 
be added sometime after 1985. 
The city council will review 
the plan with the library board 
at a special meeting March 17 
at 7;45 p.m. in the children’s 
room of the library. 
Donald R. Hegstrom, manag­ 
ing director of the Consulting 
Organization, recommended in 
his report that funds for the 
addition be acquired by a tem­ 
porary addition to the city li- 
b r a r y tax, which is now 12 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. However, this would delay 
expansion 
for 
some 
years. 
Raising the tax to 22!/2 cents — 
the rate now charged in the 
county library district — would 
produce 
$143,850 
per 
year, 
based on last year’s assessed 
valuation figures. 
Another possible means of fi­ 
nancing the proposed expansion 
would be a bond issue. 
Board m e m b e r James H. 
Mayer was absent from last 
night’s meeting.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Justice Department said today 
an FBI agent was a source of 
government information for a 
Look Magazine article linking 
San Francisco Mayor Joseph L. 
Alioto with 
the Mafia. 
The 
agent was “disciplined” and he 
retired. 


William H. Rehnquist, assi­ 
stant attorney general in the 
Office of Legal Counsel, report­ 
ed to the Senate Subcommittee 
on 
Constitutional Rights 
the 


results 
of 
an 
investigation 
ordered by Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell after Alioto 
charged in testimony March 3 
before the subcommittee that 
eight federal, state and local 
law enforcemen agencies have 
provided confidential informa­ 
tion about him to the co-authors 
of the article. 
The mayor has filed a $12.5 
million libel suit against Look. 


“Because of the seriousness 
of (Alioto’s) charges,” Rehn­ 


quist said, Mitchell had imme­ 
diately queried FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, Director John 
E. Ingersoll, of the Bureau of 
N arcotics 
and 
D angerous 
Drugs, and Commissioner Ray­ 
mond 
F. 
Farrell 
of 
the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 
He also said Henry Petersen, 
deputy asistant attorney gener­ 
al for the Criminal Division and 
former chief of the Organized 
Crime Section, contacted Rehn­ 
quist about a meeting he had 
with the magazine’s editorial 
board just before publication of 
the Alioto article. 
Petersen told Rehnquist the 
purpose of the meeting was “in 
connection of Look Magazine 
reporting 
about 
organized 
crime, and had nothing to do 
with Look’s article about Mayor 


Alioto. The FBI reported that 
after Alioto filed his libel suit, 
“it received information that 
one of its San Francisco agents 
had been a source of data for 
the controversial article,” he 
said. 
“The 
agent 
acknowledged 
that he had been in contact 
with one of the co-authors of 
the article and had on various 
occasions given and confirmed 
information that appears in the 
article,” he said. 
“At no time were official files 
of the FBI furnished to Look, 
and the agent’s disclosures and 
confirmations 
of 
information 
were not made with FBI or 
other D epartm ent of Justice 
authorization.” 
Records of the Immigration 
and 
Naturalization 
Service, 
according to Rehnquist, 
“do 


show that one of the co-authors 
of the Look article and an 
investigator for the magazine 
attempted to obtain information 
from its San Francisco office. 
No information was given.” 
The 
Bureau 
of 
Narcotics 
reported 
that 
four 
exhibits 
introduced in the first trial on 
A lioto’s 
libel charges 
had 
originated with its predecessor 
bureau, the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics. 
“ There is no indication of 
how these reports w ere re ­ 
leased,” Rehnquist said. 
Rehnquist noted that it has 
been established practice for 
the Bureau of Narcotics to 
make its reports available to 
state and local law enforcement

Joe Wants 
To Think 
About It 


NEW YORK i U PI)—Joe Fra­ 
zier may have had a few songs 
in his heart, but he wasn’t 
singing any for his own victory 
party after demolishing Cassius 
Clay. 


The 27-year-old Philadel­ 
phian's right jaw was badly 
.swollen and his left eye was 
nearly closed and he simply 
didn’t feel like singing with his 
band for the people who had. 
paid $35 a head to attend the 
party. 


Although Frazier had just 
scored the greatest victory of 
his lifetime, the talk was of 
retirement. 


Everyone, including Joe's 
wife, 
Jo 
Netta, 
and 
his 
manager Yank Durham, agreed 
that Joe’s victory over Clay 
should be his last fight. 


“I’ll 
just 
go 
back 
to 
Philadelphia, 
wait 
a 
few 
months, think things over and 
then decide what to do next,” 
Frazier said. ‘‘I ’m not tired 
now 
but 
it’s 
just 
all 
the 
pressure is relieved and 
it 
makes me feel weak.” 


He slumped on a chair in the 
kitchen in the Statler Hilton 
Hotel, trying to escape the 
crowd that had pressed around 
him. He sipped on a glass of 
water through his swollen jaw 
and peered from behind dark 
glasses that helped hide the 
swelling around his eyes. 


In the other room, 
Duke 
Ellington’s 
band blared 
out 
another tune and Joe’s friends 
danced. However, Mrs. Frazier 
sat at a table signing auto­ 
graphs and hoped her husband 
would quit. 


She has never liked him 
fighting, and she likes it even 
less when he is on the road 
with his band “because it takes 
him away so long. I ’d rather 
have him fight because at least 
he’s 
home 
when 
he’s 
not 
training.” 


Durham also said he would 
like to see Frazier quit. 


“He’s done enough,” Durham 
said. “He’s been monkeying ar­ 
ound this game for 12 years and 
that’s enough for any man. But 
if he doesn’t want to quit, I’ll be 
w i t h him the next time he 
fights.” 


Even Joe’s sparring partners, 
Billy Williams Ken Norton, and 
some of his close friends also 
said they wanted to see him 
retire. 


“He took more punches out 
there than Clay did,” said 
Williams, who has been F ra­ 
sier’s sparring partner for four 
years.

ing history — with Dempsey, 
Louis. Marciano, Tunney. 
And there were two places 
for Frazier to go today —into 
retirem ent, or into a return 
bout with Ali, possibly in Ixis 
Angeles. As of right now, the 
26-year-old Frazier hasn’t de­ 
cided. His handlers want him to 
quit. 
“I want him to retire,” said 
manager Yancey “Yank” Dur­ 
ham. “He’s won enough, and 
he’s taken enough punishment.” 
“I’ll have to talk about it 
with Yank,” said Frazier. “But 
I do have to live a little. I’ve 
been working for 10 years now, 
and it’s time for a little rest.” 
But then, 
asked 
about a 
rematch, Frazier said through 
swollen lips: 
“I’d give him a rematch 
anytime, but I don’t think he 
wants one.” 
As for Ali, he wasn’t saying 
much of anything. He was 
taken hurriedly from Madison 
Square Garden at the end of 
the bout to Flower-Fifth Ave. 
Hospital for X-Rays of his right 
jaw, which ballooned when he 
was floored by a Frazier left 
hook for the only knockdown of 
the fight in the 15th round. 
The X-ray findings were not 
announced immediately, but he

he had suffered a blood clot 
and not a fracture.

The “battle of champions”, 
which was watched by 20,455 in 
the G a r d e n and perhaps 
300,000,000 around the world by 
television, was a fight that 
turned several times. 
It began with Ali, resplendent 
in red trunks and white boxing 
shoes with red tassels, outbox- 
ing Frazier at long range, 
whacking

mugging to the crowd that he 
wasn’t hurt whenever Frazier

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Not Going To Cry, 
Says Subdued Ali 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A very 
subdued Muhammad Ali lay on 
his bed at the Hotel New 
Yorker this morning and said, 
“I’m not going to cry.” 
“I made a lot of people 
unhappy when I beat them...so 
it’s my time now. I’m not going 
to cry. A lot of great fighters 
get whipped.” 
However, 
the 
uncommonly 
subdued Ali was angered but 
not at Frazier. He was angry 
he said because “I make 2 1-2 
million dollars on this fight but 
of that $1,500,000 goes on taxes, 
$348,000 goes to the city of New 
York, and then there’s another 
$255,000 for training expenses. 
How much does that leave 
m e?” 
Ali, who admitted that the 
man he was going to whip was 
“a good man” still thought “ I 
won most of the rounds on 
points.” 


But he said he wasn’t going 
to argue with the decision. 


“This is not an excuse but 
I’ve been off three and a half 
years.

He 
rampaged in Chicago and he 
gawked at celebrities in New 
York. He was a conqueror of 
space and he once ran for 
president.

The fish had been staying in the 
bay off Inverness because the 
dry spell has made the spawn­ 
ing areas of Papermill Creek 
almost inaccessible to the fish 
because of lack of water flows. 
The small rains started the fish 
up, and about 30 fresh-run fish 
were taken. It saved what was 
considered to be a tough year. 
Incidentally if you catch a 
steelhead in Tomales Bay or 
San Francisco Bay, you can 
still legally keep it. The carp 
are open the year around.

Clay's Jaw 
Not Broken 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Cassius 
Clay's battered, swollen face 
wasn’t “pretty” today but at 
least he had one consolation 
after losing his world heavy­ 
weight championship. 


His jaw, which was badly 
bruised when Joe 
Frazier 
decked him in the 15th round, 
apparently isn’t broken. 
Ali was rushed to a hospital 
immediately after the fight for 
a 40-minute examination and 
the 
flamboyant 
showman 
skipped the mass press confer­ 
ence that was set up after the 
fight. 


Although Ali, who’s always 
had the first and last word 
throughout his 
career, 
was 
making 
no 
statements, 
a 
spokesman in his camp said 
that X rays taken of the jaw 
proved negative. 


’ “He’ll be up and ready to go 
again tomorrow,” the spokes­ 
man said. “He went back to his 
hotel room from the hospital 
and went to sleep after having 
some orange juice and ice 
cream.” 
Clay, who’s always bragged 
that 
his 
face 
has 
been 
unm arked 
and 
“ pretty” 
throughout 
his 
career, 
was 
obviously marked this time and 
he 
seemed 
subdued 
after 
suffering his first loss in the 
ring. 
A s e c u r i t y man at the 
hospital said that Ali, “didn't 
say a word, not a sound.” And 
a nurse at the hospital said, 
“for a man of his size, he was 
very badly shaken.” 
But Ali, who had predicted 
himself a winner in the sixth 
round on the closed circuit TV 
before the fight, still hadn’t 
completely lost his showman­ 
ship. He winked and smiled to 


the crowd as he got into the car 
en route to the hospital. 
And when Drew “Bundini” 
Brown, the handler who wept in 
Clay’s comer even before the 
decision was announced, asked 
Clay about a rematch, Brown 
claimed Clay replied, “get your 
guns, we’re going to set traps. 
Ali said, “I’m glad I wasn’t 
knocked out. I’m satisfied with 
the fight even though I lost. I 
know I lost to a great champion 
but maybe at another time 
when both of us had been 
fighting regularly, the result 
would have been different. 1 
don’t know, but maybe.” 
Brown, who substituted for 
Clay at the post-fight press 
conference, was convinced that 
better days are still ahead for 
Ali. 
“We ain’t through yet,” he 
said, “the car’s been in the 
garage for three years and the 
next time it won’t be.” He was 
referring to Clay's 3 1-2-year 
lavoff from the ring. 
The 
layoff 
has 
obviously 
rusted Ali’s great skills and 
he’s lost some of the speed and 
flair that were his trademark 
before his exile from the ring. 
But it’s questionable whether 
at age 29, he can ever regain 
those skills that were eroded 
during his absence from the 
ring. 
Of course, there s also one 
more thing that has to be 
considered before Ali's future 
in the ring is clear—his draft 
evasion conviction. 
The case is now up before the 
Supreme Court and if the high 
court upholds the conviction, 
lie’ll go to prison. 
But for the time being, the 
silence from Ali was deafening. 
In another day. though, his 
vocal cords should be back in 
shape.
